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QUININE’S SPECTACULAR CLOSE 
OF AN EVENTFUL YEAR. 


The rule of routine markets and 
realization price developments, inci- 
dental to the close of the year, has 
found probably the most notable ex- 
ception in many years in the twenty- 
five cent advance in domestic quinine 
manufacturers’ prices last Monday, 
establishing a bulk basis of seventy- 
five cents. This change marks the spec- 
tacular finish of a year, in which has 
been crowded many stirring events, 
and the closing development takes 
credit for bringing the market to the 
highest level for manufacturers in 
more than thirty years. The liberal 
margin of the advance has been a sub- 
ject of much interest and comment, for 
the rule of recent years has covered in- 
creases of from two to five cents per 
ounce, about the only exception being 
the ten-cent uplift on November 6 to 
the basis, which has just been super- 
seded. There had been expectations 
that makers would have found justifi- 
cation for a much sharper appreciation 
in prices during the keen play of out- 
side operators, holding the market 
reins for general current requirements, 
during October and November, but the 
more conservative policy of makers 
over this period was apparently based 
on a purpose to minimize any spurring 
market effects upon second hands, at 
the same time basing their sales with 
all possible limitation upon re-sale 
opportunities, 

Outside market activities began to 
shape their course toward the end of 
September, following an advance from 
36 to 40 cents in makers’ prices. The 
premium on available stocks in first 
hands was sharply turned to specula- 
tive account, and second hands were 
soon able to command prices more than 
three times over the nominal basis of 
manufacturers. Steadily the margin 
was widened, the keenest impetus be- 
ing found in the fifty-cent level of first 
hands, and the outside market extrem- 
ity was touched at $2.25. Even at this 
range, representing a credit of 200 to 
400 per cent., some of the speculative 
holders were not inclined to close their 
account, and limits to $2.50 were 








named. There were many complaints 
over the driving tactics of second hands 
on the part of unprotected distributing 
and consuming interests, but makers 
were not in a position to afford ma- 
terial relief and their policy of restrict- 
ing sales had become ‘more effective 
by evidences that supplies released for 
presumably the most urgent require- 
ments of regular dealers had found 
their way on the market for re-sale at 
unresistible margins of profit. 

The increasing pressure of outside 
offerings and the return of a large 
quantity of German sulphate to this 
country from England, presumably on 
a misunderstanding as to the character 
of the product, were the means of a 
decisive break in the outside market 
here with the advance of November, 
and the rush to turn to best remain- 
ing account the parcels on which the 
greatest opportunities had been lost 
brought a reaction to sixty cents the 
second week in December. Another 
turn was occasioned the following 
week with the freer absorption of 
second hand lots for the more pressing 
consuming demand and the market 
rested at a basis of 85 cents to a 
dollar. Under the stimulus of the 
twenty-five cent advance by makers 
and the maintenance of their sales re- 
strictions second hands have taken 
fresh wind and have generally revised 
their ideas to $1.10@1.25, while occa- 
sional parcels are held for a possible 
return of the market’s heyday. The 
stock of quinine available for specula- 
tive operation in the local market is 
estimated at approximately 50,000 
ounces, the great proportion of which 
is domestic, but what additional lots 
may be brought to account at the more 
attractive position of the market is not 
within practical consideration at this 
time. The consuming demand has béen 
generally reported more than usually 
active throughout the country, and the 
sharp appreciation in prices, it is 
stated, has not operated so far to any 
appreciable curtailment of consump- 
tion. This condition may have a rea- 
sonable tendency to check re-sale 
transactions on the part of holders who 
are more concerned over the safe- 
guarding of their regular trade needs. 

The course of the local quinine mar- 
ket, as based on makers’ prices during 
the past year, representing an advance 
from 26 to 75 cents, stands in sharpest 
contrast with the conditions of recent 
years, the most distinctive point of 
comparison being the prevalence of a 
fourteen cent market, the low level of 
the industry, from February, 1909, to 
April, 1912. The inherent strength of 
the present dominating conditions will, 
it is predicted, be reflected in a main- 
tenance of the upward course of values. 
The curtailment of imports of foreign 
sulphate, which normally represent 
about 55 per cent of the country’s con- 
sumption, has placed a burden upon 
domestic manufacturers, for which no 
reasonable foresight was possible, and 
relying wholly upon supplies of cin- 
chona bark from the remote and war 
involved island of Java they are not 
in a position to adapt their production 
to the heavily increased requirements. 
Latest available statistics report the 
exports of bark from Java to Europe 
for eleven months of the year as 
10,263,731 pounds, against 13,375,000 and 
17,578,000 pounds for the same period in 
1914 and 1913, respectively. Our im- 
ports of bark for the nine months of 
the current year show a relatively 
sinall decline from those of the former 
p riod, 3,073,307, against 3,236,785 pounds, 
bat the effect of the decline is ma- 
tcrially emphasized on1 the shrinkage in 
q ulnine imports, 657,61 1, against 2,069,370 
ounces, The statistic:al position of the 
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market has been further strengthened 
by the record of exports of foreign 
quinine, 71,143 ounces for the current 
nine months, comparing with 
ounces a year ago. 

The war, while creating a much 
greater reliance upon domestic produc- 
tion of quinine, has apparently encour- 
aged no new sources of manufacture, 
for with the restoration of normal in- 
dustrial conditions in Europe, the for- 
eign makers are generally credited 
with the opportunity of reclaiming 
their accustomed trade with this coun- 
try. s 

When first put on the market com- 
mercially .in 1823 quinine commanded 
$20 per ounce, but declined steadily to 
$1.35 in 1831. Recovering a $2 level the 
following year, it reacted to $1.40 in 
1837. On another upward turn it 
touched $3.30 in 1839, but four years 
later it fell to $1.55. After various fluc- 
tuations the market attained a $3.70 
level in 1850, the highest point since 
1828. The low tariff in the early 
proved an unsettling factor, a decline 
to $1.20 being recorded, but the Civil 
War was a bullish force, creating a $3.75 
in 1864, the highest point since 
quinine’s general introduction. In 1877 
a new high record was in effect at $4,50, 
but sharp recessions from the level 
were the rule until $1 prevailed in 1884. 
The nearest approach to the current 
position during the last thirty years 
was 73 cents early in 1886. 
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OUR FERTILIZER MATERIAL 
RESOURCES. 


The recognized value to the great 
agricultural interests of the United 
States of an adequate supply of fer- 
tilizer imparts particularly timely in- 
terest to the Department of Agricul- 
ture’s general statement regarding the 
situation as to the supply of potash, 
phosphates and nitrogen, which we 
publish in full in the news columns. 
In this statement Secretary Houston, 
calling attention to the serious situa- 
tion confronting American farmers in 
reference to fertilizer materials, recom- 
mends the greatest possible conserva- 
tion of these supplies. 

The potash situation naturally merits 
first consideration, with special atten- 
tion to the possibilities of domestic 
sources fully meeting home require- 
ments, from the Pacific coast kelp beds 
from Lower California to Alaska; the 
alunite deposits, mainly in the moun- 
tains of Utah; the feldpathic rocks of 
the eastern part of the United States, 
and the mud of Searles Lake, Cali- 
fornia. The kelp beds are treated with 
greatest detail, but the conclusions are 
not of hopeful significance so far as 
early accomplishment of an adequate 
supply is concerned. Three large con- 
cerns are reported to have commenced 
operations for the manufacture of pot- 
ash from kelp, but Secretary Houston 
finds that at least ninety plants would 
be required to bring the production 
within practical limits—a not alto- 
gether hopeful attainment in the ab- 
sence of legislative provisions in any 
of the Pacific coast States providing 
for the leasing of kelp beds for safe- 
guarding private rights. The develop- 
ment of Searles Lake as a much her- 
alded source of potash is now declared 
to be involved in a number of unsolved 
technical problems, besides being beset 
by complications over the title to the 
property, so that it may be dismissed 
from claim at this time. 
The prospects for developing the 
alunite resources of Utah and neigh- 
boring States, as presented by the De- 
partment of Agriculture’s report, are 
apparently far from a commercial real- 
ization, and we are left with the gen- 
eral conclusion that the solution of our 


reasonable 
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potash supply problem has been ad- 
vanced by measurable stages for 
the next crop planting season.

Treating the phosphate situation, 
Secretary Houston reports favorably 
the country’s available sources of 
rock as surpassing those of any other 
country, South Carolina 
and Florida furnishing the greatest 
supplies for domestic consumption and 
for export, with the government con- 
trolling vast deposits in Utah, Wyo- 
ming, Montana and neighboring States, 
but from which no supply has yet been 
developed. The greatest problem in 
this field has been experienced in the 
production and utilization of sulphuric 
acid for fertilizer purposes, but to meet 
this difficulty the government has 
directed its efforts to the development 
of a commercial method, involving the 
use of the electric furnace, for manu- 
facturing phosphoric as a substitute 
for sulphuric acid.

The nitrogen situation is regarded as 
of less pressing concern since cotton- 
seed meal is the mainstay of nitrogen- 
ous substances in the field of commer- 
cial fertilizers, supplemented by the 
supply, of dried blood and tankage, and 
these sources are not involved in any 
uncertainty. The sharp advance in 
nitrate of soda, owing to the demand 
for nitric acid, will, it is declared, cause 
little concern to American farmers, as 
the outlet for the Chilean nitrate is 
chiefly in special brands for green- 
house and trucking purposes. 

Reference is made to the Bureau of 
Soils investigation of the fixation of 
atmospheric nitrogen with a view of 
developing a method for the production 
of ammonium Phosphate and other 
forms of concentrated fertilizers, which 
is the subject of encouraging comment, 
dependent, however, upon avail- 
ability of phos- 
phate rock, coal and limestone in ac- 
cessible localities. 

The of assuring an 
adequacy of domestic fertilizer mate- 
rials for the country’s needs is con- 
cerned in a number of problems, the 
solution of which involves considerable 
time, research work and funds.

LOCAL FORMULA DISCLOSURE 
ORDINANCE TESTS. 


Within the last two days of the year 
local proprietary interests have taken 
the initiative to test the validity of the 
New York Board of Health ordinance 
compelling either the disclosure to the 
Food and Drug Department of the 
active ingredients on which the thera- 
peutical claims are based, under regis- 
tration allowances, or the publication 
of these ingredients on the labels of 
the products, thereby waiving the ne- 
cessity of official registration. Since 
the enactment of the ordinance a year 
ago it has been subjected to various 
revisions aimed to mollify the bitter- 
ness of the affected trades’ opposition, 
but, while the amendments have signi- 
fied a less drastic measure of operation, 
the proprietary interests have main- 
tained the full force of their an- 
tagonism, fortifying their bulwarks of 
defense against the enforcement of the 
ordinance. 


The legal plans comprise test cases 
by manufacturers, jobbers and im- 
porters, both in a corporate and part- 
nership capacity, so that every phase 
of the proprietary trade would seem to 
be covered and every technical loop- 
hole stopped. Hearing on the motion 
for a temporary injunction restraining 
the authorities from enforcing the ordi- 
nance is scheduled for Wednesday, be- 
fore the local Supreme Court, and, 
while the officials have two days before 
the hearing in which they might start 
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the machinery in operation, the test 
cases have been undertaken with due 
diligence against effective proceedings. 
The legal steps to invalidate the ordi- 
nance constitute a novel proceeding, 
for so far as known no controlling judi- 
cial aufthority can be cited as of direct 
and specific bearing. Various States, 
including Louisiana, Tennessee, Iowa 
and Minnesota, have passed similar 
ordinances, but they have been per- 
mitted to lapse into “innocuous desue- 
tude,” offering practically no oppor- 
tunity for a real test. Illinois at one 
time contemplated the enactment of an 
ordinance covering the same issues, but 
it was never weaned from a committee 
reference. There has been talk of 
having the disclosure of active ingredi- 
ents of proprietary remedies made the 
subject of federal legislative considera- 
tion and action, but so far no one has 
been found to champion the cause in 
Congress, although the Philippine Ter- 
ritory has had such a law on its stat- 
ute books for two years. 

The purpose of the New York Board 
of Health in passing the formula dis- 
closure ordinance may have been based 
on reasonable premises, acting for the 
preservation of public health and the 
promotion of public welfare against the 
sale and purchase of fraudulent and 
harmful remedies, but the measures 
proposed for the accomplishment strike 
vitally and sweepingly at the entire 
industry and it seems but fair to 
bespeak a full determination of the 
board’s powers and rights by the 
courts before steps for carrying the 
ordinance into practical operation are 
well under way. 


The Proprietory Association has 
taken an active interest in all pro- 
posed proceedings under the local 
ordinance. It expresses a firm opposi- 


tion to all laws or ordinances having 
for their purpose the compelling of 


medicine manufacturers to disclose 
their valuable trade secrets. Members 
of the association claim for their 


goods that they are offered as a re- 
lief for the poor, who can not always 
take the time or afford the price to 
consult a physician. The proprietary 


men, as an organization, are pledged 
to do all in their power to advance 
what they may consider to be the 
best interests of their trade. They 
say they are just as_ desirous 
as are the local health authori- 
tities to eliminate the fraudulent 


articles from the proprietary medicine 
business, and to free their own ranks 
of unscrupulous manufacturers. But 
they want to do this without imposing 
hardship where there is no justifica- 
tion or reason for hardship. They 
want discrimination exercised in order 
that no injustice be done. 





Straits Settlements-Federated Malay 
States Opium Trade. 


Dec. 1915. 

A series of reports from the Straits Set- 
tlements and from the Federated Malay 
States make reference to the opium trade 
of that section. In regard to the situa- 
tion in the Straits Settlements it is stated 
that Indian Persian chests of opium to 
the number of 2,460 were delivered during 
the past year. The report adds:— 

The fluctuations of the opium market were 
not so great during this year as in previous 
years, and the price at no time varied greatly

from the price obtained at the auctions. The 
exports of opium from Singapore in 1914 


amounted to 731 chests as against 944 in 1913. 
During the year 2,787 chests of Indian and 
Persian opium were cooked at the factory, 
which was a decrease over the previous year. 
This decrease is thought to be due to a 
smaller consumption subsequent to the out- 
break of the war. No increase was made in 
the retail price of chandu during the ~ear. 
The quantity of the total sales in the colony 

nounted to 1,402,000 tahils (tahil equals 1% 
yunces) as against 1,433,000 tahils in 1913. 
In regard to the opium trade of the 
Federated Malay States, the total amount 
of prepared opium purchased from the 
Singapere factory was 1,713,900 tahils 
(tuhil=1'4, ounces). Further in regard to 
this trade in the Malay States, the report 
says:—

Ob- 
served merely from a revenue point of view, 
the drop is somewhat serious, and it is obvious 
that the country must now realize the neces- 
sity for other sources of revenue. The num- 
ber of licensed smoking saloons, having also 
retail licenses for consumption off the prem- 
ises, was reduced from 249 to 234, and the 
number of houses having ‘‘off’’ licenses only 
was reduced from 75 to 69. Since the intro- 
duction of the government monopoly system, 
the number of smoking saloons previously 
known as ‘‘opium dens’’ has been reduced by 
324.

Judgment for $664 was awarded 
Frank J. Fulton, now president of the 
Kentucky Refinery Company, against 
the Central Cotton Oil Company, by a 
jury in Judge Gordon’s court at Louis- 
ville, for four months’ salary as secre- 
tary-treasurer of the concern during 
1914-15. Fulton sued for $2,000, one 
year’s salary from September 1, 1914, 
to September 1, 1915, but after delib- 
erating on the case for two hours the 
jury decided that he was entitled only 
to salary for four months’ services. 


An order of dismissal without preju- 
dice was entered last week in the Cir- 
cuit Court at Louisville in connection 
with the suit of the Beeville Cottonseed 
Oil Company, of Beeville, Tex., against 
the Louisville Cotton Oil Company for 
the recovery of $2,905.28 on an alleged 
breach of contract. It was alleged by 
the plaintiff that the defendant refused 
to accept a shipment of 24,000 gallons 
of oil at 41 cents a gallon, and that it 
was forced to dispose of the oil at a 
loss to the amount sued for, because of 
a drop in the market between the date 
of the alleged purchase and the date of 
delivery. 


The Committee on Ways and Means 
of the House of Representatives re- 
ceived from Edward Moir, president of 
the Carded Wool Association, an urgent 
request that some steps be taken by 
Congress to encourage the manufacture 
of dyestuffs in the United States. In 
the absence of members of the Ways 
and Means Committee, including Chair- 
man Kitchin, it is impossible to ascer- 
tain when this subject will come up 
before the committee, but presumably 
it will not be discussed seriously until 
the administration’s plan for’ safe- 
guarding a domestic dyestuffs industry 
shall be brought up for consideration 
in the committee. 


The allowance of payments of draw- 
back on refined saccharin, when ex- 
ported, is authorized in a communica- 
tion addressed by the Treasury Depart- 
ment to the Collector of Customs at 
New York. This drawback is to cover 
refined saccharin, crest saccharin, 
saccharin crystals and manganese diox- 
ide manufactured by the Heyden Chem- 
ical Works of New York, with the use 
of imported  orthotoluolsufilmid and 
potassium permanganate. Require- 
ments are made that the manufactur- 
ers shall keep records of the various 
quantities of each kind of saccharin 


used in the production of the other 
kinds and also a record of the by 
products.

The Fertilizer Situation in the United 
States. 


STATEMENT REGARDING THE SUPPLY 
OF POTASH, PHOSPHATE AND NITRO- 
GEN—CONSERVATION OF FERTILIZING 
MATERIALS RECOMMENDED. 

Washington, Dec. 31, 1915. 

[he Secretary of Agriculture today 
made the following statement regarding 
the fertilizer situation:— 

“American farmers are confronted by a 
serious situation in reference to fertilizer 
materials. As a result of the embargo 
placed by the German Government On the 
exportation of potash, the supply of this 
substance has been entirely cut off. Under 
normal conditions sulphuric acid, which is 
required for making super-phosphates, is 
sold for $5 or $6 a ton. The increased de- 
mand for it since the breaking out of the 
European war has caused the price to rise 
to about $25 a ton. It is impossible there- 
fore for farmers to secure super-phos- 
phates at prices which they have been ac- 
customed to pay. The nitrogen supply is 
not materially less than usual. 

“In 1913, when conditions were normal, 
about $125,280,000 worth of commercial fer- 
tilizers was used in the United States. Of 
this amount the farmers paid $48,830,000 for 
nitrogenous substances, $56,000,000 for phos- 
phates, and $20,450,000 for potash salts. 
Practically all the potash salts were im- 
ported from Germany and the entire quan- 
tity of nitrate of soda came from Chile. 
Ammonium sulphate to the value of $3,- 


720,000 was received from abroad, mainly 
from England. The remainder of the fer- 
tilizer materials was derived from do- 


mestie sources. 











“The quantities of the various sub- 
stances entering into the fertilizer trade 
and the prices paid by the farmers were

The Potash Situation. 


“There is practically no potash in. this 
country at the present time for fertilizer 
use. The small quantities which were 
held over from former years are now 
priced at from eight to twelve times their 
normal value. The investigations of the 
department and the Geological Survey 
have shown the possibility of producing 
from American sources an ample supply 
of potash salts for domestic consumption. 


These sources are:—The giant kelp of the 


lower California to 
Alaska; the alunite deposits, mainly in 
the mountains of Utah; the feldspathic 
rocks of the Eastern part of the United 
States, and the mud of Searles Lake, in 
California. 

FELDSPAR AND SEARLES LAKE. 

“The production of potash from feldspar 
is commercially feasible if a salable by- 
product can be secured at the same time. 
The suggestion has been made by the Bu- 
reau of Soils that cement is a_ possible 
product from the feldspar treated to ren- 
der the potash soluble. But the difficulty 
of marketing this cement in competition 
with thoroughly standardized products 
would be a great deterring factor. 

“The development of Searles Lake as a 
source of potash presents a number of un- 
solved technical problems. In addition, 
the question of title to the property is so 
involved that considerable time will elapse 
before it can be settled. In the meantime 
nothing can be done. 

ALUNITE. 

“Alunite, a mineral which exists in con- 
siderable quantities in Utah and neighbor- 
ing States, contains about 11 per cent. of 
potash. It is decomposed by roasting at 
a temperature of about 700 degrees, with 
the evolution of oxids of sulphur, and a 
residue consisting of alumina and potas- 
sium sulphate remains. From this residue 
the potash salt can be obtained readily by 
leaching and evaporation. The process is 
simple. The fumes liberated can be used 
to manufacture sulphuric acid. Alumina 
resulting as a by-product will be suitable 
for the manufacture of metallic aluminum. 
One large company has begun the manu- 
facture of potash from alunite and is re- 
ported to have made some preliminary 
shipments. It is understood that another 
large concern is about to begin the erec- 
tion of the necessary plant for the pro- 
duction of potash from this mineral, 

1IANT KELP BEDS. 

“An ample supply of potash for the 
needs of farmers can be obtained from the 
giant kelp beds. These beds have been 
surveyed by the Bureau of Soils and a 
report, accompanied by maps showing in 
detail their extent and location, recently 
has been issued. Harvesting is accom- 
plished easily, as the kelp grows in open 
water and barges fitted with mowing at- 
tachments can be used. 

“Kor utilizing the kelp several methods 
are feasible. It may be dried and ground. 
In this condition it contains all the salts 
originally present, which are mainly po- 
tassium chloride and sodium_ chloride. 
This material has ideal mechanical prop- 
erties for use in mixed fertilizers. When 
the pure potassium chloride is desired it 
is necessary to separate the juice from the 
organic material and then te remove the 
sedium chloride. The latter can be done 
readily by recrystallization; but the sep- 
aration of the juice from the Organic ma- 
terial is more difficult, for the reason that 
the kelp is nonfibrous and in attempts to 
effect separation by filtration the filters 
become clogged and unworkable. The 
problems yet to be worked out commer- 
cially are the best methods of drying the 
wet kelp and of effecting the ready and

efficient separation of the plant juices 


from the organic material. Investigation 
of these questions has proceeded far 
enough to indicate that their solution 


should not be very difficult. 

“Three large concerns have begun oper- 
ations for the manufacture of potash from 
kelp. While potash is indispensable in the 


preparation of fertilizers, it is also used 
for many other purposes, including the 
manufacture of matches, glass, liquid 
soap and munitions. The prices offered 


under existing conditions by the manufac- 


turers of such articles undoubtedly will 
cause practically the entire output of 
these concerns to be diverted from the 


fertilizer industry. It seems unlikely that 
normal conditions will be restored in the 
immediate future and that potash can be 
secured from foreign sources as hereto- 
fore in time for the next crop planting 
Season. It also seems improbable that 
private enterprise will provide potash 
from domestic sources for agricultural 
purposes in time. It would require ninety 
or more plants, costing approximately 
$50,000, and having an operating capital of 
about $25,000 each, to produce the quantity 
needed for agriculture. This would in- 
volve the assumption that the commercial 
phases of the problem were satisfactorily 
solved. Even if the requisite funds were 
available, it is a question whether opera- 
tions could begin in time to provide an 
adequate supply for the coming year. The 
department is investigating all aspects of 
the question and is planning to send ex- 
perts to California to study the situation 
and especially to consider possibilities of 
production on a commercial scale. 

“Ome fact has operated in a measure to 
embarrass private enterprise in this field. 
There is no legislation in any of the 
Pacific Coast States, along whose shores 
the kelp lies, providing for the leasing of 
the kelp beds. Without leases private in- 
vestors would have no assurance that 
plants erected by them would have the 
necessary control over the kelp within 
their vicinity. The department's Officers 
will discuss this matter with the proper 
authorities in the Pacific Coast States and 
will urge the necessity of legislation regu- 
lating the use of the beds. 


The Phosphate Situation. 


“Acid phosphate is the basis of nearly all 
commercial mixed fertilizers. It is made 
by the action of sulphuric acid upon phos- 
phate rock. Our available sources of 
phosphate rock are greater than those of 
any other nation. The main supply for 
domestic consumption and for exportation 
comes from Tennessee, South Carolina 
and Florida. The United States Govern- 
ment, however, owns vast deposits of 
phosphate rock in Utah, Wyoming, Mon- 
tana and neighboring States. These de- 
posits have been withdrawn from private 
use pending legislation for their utilization 
and no supply has yet been developed 
from this source. 

“In 1914 2,734,000 tons of phosphate rock 
were produced in this country. Up to that 
year about one-half of the quantity mined 
was exported to Europe. The rock in its 
natural state is not readily absorbed as a 
plant food. It is made available for this 
purpose by treatment with sulphuric acid, 
about one ton of the acid being used to a 
ton of phosphate rock. When thus treat- 
ed, a super-phosphate containing 14 to 18 
per cent. of water-soluble phosphoric acid 
is made. The bulk of the sulphuric acid 
which enters into the manufacture of acid 
phosphate is made by fertilizer com- 
panies. Practically every fertilizer estab- 
lishment (excepting the cottonseed meal 
factories) having an annual capacity of 
15,00 tons Or more operates also a sul- 
phurie acid plant. The demand for the 
acid is so strong at present that every 
effort is being made to utilize old amd 
abandoned establishments and to erect 
new plants. The latter operation is slow 
and costly on account of the large 
amount of lead necessary for the con- 
struction of acid chambers. Difficulty 
also is being experienced in securing an 
adequate supply of pyrites, which is the 
principal source of sulphur. 

“The potential sources of sulphuric acid 
in the United States are ample to produce 
more than double the present annual out- 
put. Few of the lead, zine or copper 
smeiting companies using sulphide ores 
have sulphurie acid plants in connection 





with their smelters. The fumes dis- 
charged into the atmosphere by these 
smeiters are sufficient to produce many 


thousinds of tons of sulphuric acid daily. 
Under normal conditions, the limited 
market for the acid and the long haul 
necessary to reach the market have made 
it commercially impracticable to convert 
the fumes into sulphuric acid. It is en- 
tirely feasible to erect sulphuric acid 
plants in connection with the copper, zinc 


and lead smelters using sulphide ores. 
The concentrates of the ores may be 
roasted in furnaces independent of the 


smelting plants or the fumes may be de- 
livered direct to. the acid chambers. 

“The erection of acid plants of sufficient 
capacity to convert the smelter gases 
would involve an outlay of at least sev- 
eral million dollars. Under normal con- 
ditions it would take four months to com- 
plete the plants. In the present situation 
at least six months would be required. 
The Bureau of Soils estimates that sul- 
phuric acid could be made by some of the 
Western smelting plants at approximately 
one-half the normal cost of producing the 
acid in the East, where pyrites is used. 
The saving in cost of manufacture in the 
West, however, would be partly offset by 
the long haul necessary to bring the acid 
te the Eastern market. 

“In view of the difficulties in the way of 
the production and utilization of sulphuric 
acid for fertilizer purposes, the Bureau of 
Soils has endeavored to develop a com- 
mercial method, involving the use of the 
electric furnace, for manufacturing phos- 
phoric acid, which*can be used as a sub- 
stitute. Through this method double 
super-phosphate, which will contain 40 to 
50 per cent. of water-soluble phosphoric 
acid, or the still more concentrated form 
of ammonium phosphate, could be se- 
cured. But the use of the electric fumes 
for the purpose is commercially feasible 
only where phosphate rock, coal, and 
cheap water power are readily available. 
The department is investigating this mat- 
ter to ascertain whether there are local- 
ities where these conditions exist and 
where, therefore, double super-phosphate 
may be made. 


The Nitrogen Situation. 


“The nitrogen situation is of less press- 
Cottonseed meal forms the 


ing concern. 
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bulk of the nitrogenous substances enter- 
ing into commercial fertilizers. The 
amount available for fertilizer use is de- 
pendent upon the annual production of 
cotton and the demand for the meal for 
feeding stuffs. The supply of dried blood 
and tankage, also sources of nitrogenous 
material, is dependent upon the number 
of animals slaughtered. Only a few large 
packing concerns conserve these products, 
which are now used to a considerable ex- 
tent as cattle feed as well as for fer- 
tilizer purposes. Investigations of the 
Bureau of Soils have shown that there is 
a large amount of waste from the fish- 
eries and fish canneries, especially on the 
Pacific Coast and in Alaska. This ma- 
terial could and should be made into fish 
serap, which would have a value of about 
$1,200,000 for fertilizer purposes. 

“Owing to the demand for nitrie acid for 
munition purposes, the price of nitrate of 
soda advanced approximately $1.10 per 
hundred pounds during the year prior to 
November, 1915. Only a very small per- 
centage of the nitrates imported from the 
Chilean beds goes into fertilizers, being 
mainly incorporated in special brands for 
greenhouse and trucking purposes. This 
item alone, therefore, will not cause much 
embarrassment to American farmers. 

“One of the most important sources of 
nitregen for commercial fertilizer pur- 
poses is ammonium sulphate. This is pro- 


duced as a by-product in the destructive 
distillation of coal for the preparation of 
coke. The nitrogen contained in the coal 


is evolved as ammonia and is caught and 
neutralized with sulphuric acid. Former- 
ly all coke was made in the beehive oven 
which did not provide for the confire- 
ment of the combustible gases produced. 


These were burned as evolved and the 
ammonia carried by them was likewise 
lost. The domestic production of am- 
monium sulphate from the coke oven is 
only one-fifth of what it could be were 
the beehive oven entirely displaced by 
more modern type. During the past few 
vears there has been a slow transition 
from the use of the beehive oven. It is 


not imperative, therefore, to resort to ex- 
treme measures to increase the production 
of ammonia. 

“Another source of nitrogen is found in 
garbage. The investigations of the Bu- 
reau of Soils indicate that if the garbage 
of all cities having a population of 30.000 
and over were converted into garbage 
tankage, the product would be worth for 
fertilizer purposes at least $3,500,000. In 
view of the present situation immediate 
steps should be taken by all municipal- 
ities to conserve the garbage and to make 
it availiable for use in the fertilizer trade. 

“The Bureau of Soils is studying also 
the problem of the fixation of atmospheric 
nitrogen with a view of develop a method 
for the production of ammonium phos- 
phate and other forms of concentrated 
fertilizers. No ammonium phosphate is 
being made in this country at the present 


time. If cheap water power, phosphate 
rock. coal and limestone can be found in 
accessible localities. the possibility of 


this material on a commercial 
seale is considered entirely feasible. The 
greatest difficulty here is to discover 
cheap water power at noints where phos- 
nrhate rock. coal. and limestone are read- 
ily available. The department is making 
everv effort to locate available sources of 
developed water power which can be used 


making 


in the manufacture of ammonium phos- 
phate and other fertilizers. 
“It must not be understood that the 


suggestions which have been made, or the 


efforts which are now being put forth, 
will result in immediate relief for farm- 
ers. There are a number of technical 


problems which have to be solved if these 


fertilizers are to produce on a commer- 
cial seale, and, even if the funds for the 
necessary plants were provided, either 
from private or public sources, consider- 


able time necessarily would be required 
for the erection of the plants and for their 
full operation. 


All Available Fertilizer Ele- 
ments. 


“In the usual conditions existing in the 
fertilizer trade, it is important that all 
fertilizing materials on the farms, especi- 
ally those containing potash, should be 
conserved. The fertilizer ingredients al- 
ready existing in the soil should be util- 
ized and developed to the fullest extent. 
A great deal can be accomplished in this 
direction by deen plowing. constant cul- 
tivation and thorough tillage. There 
should be a proper system of rotation. 
Especially where one crop has been grown 
for several years a Gifferent one should 
be planted this year. Green manures and 


Save 


cover crops should be used as much as 
possible in their proper rotation. 
“Of the organic substances, manure, 


both solid and liquid, is the most impor- 
tant and should be utilized wherever pos- 
sible. All material of am organic nature, 
such as leaves and bedding of various 
sorts, should be composted and the com- 
post applied to the soil. Special attention 
should be given also to the conservation 
of wood ashes. Depending on the charac- 
ter of the wood, they contain potash in 
quantities varying ordinarily from 3 to 10 
per cent. All tree trimmings, brush cut- 
tings, ete., should be burned and the 
ashes derived therefrom utilized. ; 
“The application of lime to many soils 
is of undoubted benefit. Though the 
availability of the fertilizing elements in 
the soil may not be greatly increased by 
its use, the resulting improvement in phy- 


sical! and bacterial conditions may in- 
crease considerably the productiveness of 
the soil.’’ 





Petroleum Products Rate Ruling. 


Washington, Dec. 31, 1915. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission 
has approved an application made on be- 
half of a number of railroads in the South 
covering the transportation of petroleum 
and its products. ‘it is desired by these 
roads that under tariffs covering ship- 
ments of petroleum and its products from 
Louisviile to Georgia and Florida points 
they be permitted to ignore the fourth 
section of the interstate commerce law 
and make differentials less than compet- 
ing rates, or aggregating about 11 cents 
per 100 to the various points in the States 
mentioned; to Alabama points 10 cents a 
100, and to South Carolina points 6 cents a 
100. The commission has approved these 
special rates with the usual reservation 
that the rates shall be subject to com- 
plaint and correction.

National Paint, Vil and Varnish Asso- 
ciation Proposed Naval Stores Bill. 


The following bill governing the grad- 
ing of naval’stores, and designed to pre- 
vent deception and regulate traffic in 
them has been prepared by the National 
Paint, Oil and Varnish Association, with 
the idea of having it introduced into Con- 
gress. In the Reporter of November 29 we 
published a draft of a bill along similar 
lines, prepared by the Committee of Naval 
Stores Interests appointed in Washington, 
March, 1914, to consider various questions 
bearing upon the betterment of the naval 
stores industry in all of its branches as 
well its relations with consuming in- 
terests, of which committee J. A. G. Car- 
son, of the Carson Naval Stores Company, 
Savannah, Ga., is chairman. 

We shall be glad to have those of our 
readers who are producers, sellers or con- 
sumers of naval stores compare the two 
bills and send us for publication in the 
Reporter such comment concerning any 
feature of the respective measures as 
they may care to make.

Be if enacted by the Senate and 
of Representatives of the United 
America, in Congress assembted;

Section 2. That for the purposes of this act, 
the term ‘‘naval stores’’ shall include and shall 
apply to all turpentines, gums, oils, oleo rosins 
or rosins which exude from.or are obtained or 
made from pine wood of any kind by any 
method and in any manner whatsoever. That 
for the purpose of this act, the terms tur- 
pentine, gum spirits of turpentine, or spirits 
of turpentine, shall apply only to pure gum 
spirits of turpentine, distilled from the natural 
gum, dip or scrape which is exuded from pine 
trees, and is unmixed and unadulterated with 
petroleum products, oils, rosin spirits, wood 
turpentine or any other foreign substance or 
substances of any kind whatsoever. The term 
wood turpentine shall apply only to pure wood 
turpentine distillates, closely resembling gum 
spirits of turpentine, manufactured and pre- 
pared by the distillation of the wood of pine 
trees, and which is unmixed and unadulterated 
with petroleum products, oils, rosin spirits, or 
any other foreign substance or substances of 
any kind whatsoever. Gum spirits of turpen- 
tine, mixed in any proportion with petroleum 
products, oils, rosin spirits, wood turpentine 
or any other foreign substance, or substances 
of any kind whatsoever shall be known as 
“adulterated spirits of turpentine,’’ and the 
packages containing same shall be labeled, 
branded, marked or stenciled, ‘‘Adulterated 
spirits of turpentine."” Wood turpentine adul- 
terated and mixed in any proportion with pe- 
troleum products, oils, rosin spirits, or any 
other foreign substance or substances of any 
kind whatsoever, shall be known as ‘‘adulterat- 
ed wood turpentine,’’ and the packages con- 
taining same shall be labeled, marked, branded 
cr stenciled ‘‘adulterated wood turpentine.’’ 

That, for the purposes of this act, the term 
“rosin’’ shall apply only to the residue re- 
maining from the distillation of gum spirits 
of turpentine as defined in this act, unmixed 
and unadulterated with any foreign substance 
or substances of any kind whatsoever, and the 
packages containing same shall be marked ac- 
cordingly. 

The term ‘‘wood rosin’’ shall apply only to 
such rosin residue remaining after the distilla- 
tion of wood turpentine as defined in this act, 
unmixed and unadulterated with any foreign 
substance or substances of any kind whatso- 
ever, and the packages containing same shall 
be marked accordingly. 

The term ‘‘reclaimed rosin’’ shall apply only 
to such rosin as is reclaimed from dross, bat- 
ting dross, or similar sources, unmixed and un- 
adulterated with any foreign substance or sub- 
stances of any kind whatsoever, and the pack- 
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ages containing same shall be marked ac- 
cordingly. 

The terms, ‘“‘barrel,’’ package or container 
as used in this act, all include any kind of 





package, vessel, tamk, tank car or receptacle in 





which ‘‘naval stores’’* may be placed or kept, 
whether for shipment, sale, consignment or 
delivery. 

Sec. 3. That the Secretary of Agriculture 


is authorized to investigate the handling, grad- 
ing and transportation of, and fix and estab- 
lish from time to time standards of quality 
and weight for ‘‘naval stores’’; and shall at all 
times furnish, upon written request, interested 
parties with ‘‘standards,’’ and the party or 
parties making such request shall pay, and the 
Secretary of Agriculture shall charge and 
cause to be collected fees in amounts to cov- 
er the cost of such ‘“‘standards,’’ as may be 
determined by him. All such fees shall be de- 
posited in the Treasury as miscellaneous re- 
ceipts In promulgating the ‘‘standards’’ the 
Secretary of Agriculture shall specify the date 
or dates when same shall become effective and 
shall give public notice thereof by such means 





as he may deem proper. 
Sec. 4. That the ‘‘standards’’ so fixed and 
established shall be known as. ‘‘The Official 


United States.’’ 
shall have 


Naval Stores Standards of the 

Sec. 5. That, when ‘‘standards’’ 
been fixed and established under this act, for 
‘naval stores,’’ no person shall ship or de- 
liver for shipment from any State, territory, 
district or insular possession, to or through 
any other State, territory, district or insular 
possession, or to any foreign country, any 
such ‘‘naval stores’’ which may. be sold, of- 
fered for sale, consigned or otherwise disposed 
of, whether by grade or not, under any name, 
description or designation which is false or 
misleading in any particular, or unless the 
package containing same shall be plainly and 
conspicuously marked, setting forth the 
‘grade’ of ‘‘naval stores’’ contained therein 
(except as hereinafter provided); and_ shall 
include the name and address of the shipper 
and consignee. And further, if ‘‘naval stores’ 
be shipped in tank cars, the description of such 
‘naval stores’’ as set forth in the invoice, bill 
of lading, or shipping document relating there- 
to, shall be regarded as the shipper’s certifi- 
eation as to the true contents of such tank car 
of ‘‘naval stores.’’ Provided, however, that the 
provisions of this section shall not prohibit 
the shipment in interstate and foreign com- 
merce of ungraded ‘‘naval stores’’ between a 
producer and a consignee subject to the rules 
and regulations prescribed by the Secretary of 
Agriculture. 

Sec. 6. For the purposes of this act, ‘‘nav- 
al stores’’ shall be deemed to be adulterated 
when such ‘‘naval stores’’ do not comply with 
the ‘‘standards’’ fixed and established by the 
Secretary of Agriculture, as provided for in 
this act. That for the purposes of this act, 
‘‘naval stores’’ shall be deemed to be mis- 
branded if the contents of the package do not 
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conform to the kind or grade indicated by the 
marks thereon. 

Sec. 7. That any ‘‘naval stores’’ which may 
be manufactured or offered for sale, consigned 
or otherwise disposed of in the District of 
Columbia, or in any territory or insular pos- 
session of the United States, or which may be 
offered for sale, sold, consigned, or otherwise 
disposed of in any State other than that in 
which it has been respectively manufactured or 
produced, or which is received from any foreign 
country, or intended for, or offered for sale, 
ov shipment, or shipped to any State, district, 
territory, insular possession or foreign country, 
shall be subject to all the provisions of this 
act, and the rules and regulations prescribed 
for the handling and grading of ‘‘naval stores’”’ 
by said Secretary of Agriculture. 

Eec. 8. Nothing herein shall be construed as 
prohibiting the ‘sale, offering for sale, con- 
signment, or otherwise disposing of ‘naval 
stores’’ in interstate or foreign commerce which 
do not conform to the Official naval stores 
siandards of the United States, fixed and es- 
tablished under this act, and the rules and 


regulations made hereunder, provided said 
‘“‘naval stores’’ be marked, branded, stenciled, 


certified and represented as ‘‘adulterated naval 
stores.’”’ 

Sec. 9. That the Secretary of Agriculture is 
authorized to cause inspections and examina- 
tions of any ‘‘naval stores’’ which may be 
branded, stenciled, marked, certified, or repre- 
sented in the manner designated in Sec. 5 of 
this act, or the rules and regulations made 
hereunder, to conform to any grade, fixed or 
established as provided herein, and ascertain 
whether such ‘‘naval stores’’ be in fact of the 
specified grade, and whether the ‘‘naval stores’’ 
be adulterated or misbranded within the mean- 
ing of this act. Whenever, after opportunity 
for hearing has been given the owner, shipper 
or other interested party or parties of the 
‘naval stores’’ involved, it is ascertained by 
the Secretary of Agriculture that any package 
of ‘‘naval stores’’ has been incorrectly marked, 
branded, stenciled, certified, or represented to 
conform to a specified grade in the official 
naval stores standards of the United States, 
or has not been marked, branded, stenciled, 
certified, or represented, as provided in this 
act, and the rules and regulations made here- 
under, or is adulterated or misbranded, within 
the meaning of this act, the Secretary of Agri- 
culture shall make public the result of his 
findings in such examinations, giving the name 
and address of the producer, or consignor, as 
well as of the consignee, the extent of the 
adulteration, misbranding and misgrading and 
the name of the person at whose request the 
examination was made, or if the examinations 
were initiated by the Secretary of Agriculture. 
Two to four times each year the result of the 
examinations made since the previous publica- 
tion shall be printed in bulletin form for dis- 
tribution through the Superintendent of Docu- 


ments, 
Sec. 10. That whenever a dispute arises as 
to whether any ‘‘naval stores’’ for which the 


standards have been fixed or established under 
this act, be in fact, a specified grade of such 
standards, and such ‘‘naval stores’’ have been 
sold, offered for sale, transported or delivered 
for transportation in interstate or foreign com- 
merce, any interested party may refer the ques- 
tion to the Secretary of Agriculture and the 
Secretary of Agriculture is authorized to cause 
such investigations to be made and such tests 
to be applied as he may deem necessary and 
to determine the grade. In such cases, the 
party or parties referring the question, shall 
pay to the Secretary of Agriculture, and he 
shall charge and cause to be collected fees in 
amounts to be fixed by him to cover the costs 
of such investigations, tests and grading. All 
such fees shall be deposited into the, Treasury 
of the United States as miscellaneous receipts. 
The findings of the Secretary of Agriculture 
as to grade, made after the parties at inter- 
est have had an opportunity to be heard, shall 
be accepted in the courts of the United States, 
in all suits between such parties. or their 
privies, as prima facia evidence of the true 
grade of ‘‘naval stores’’ in question. 


Sec. 11. That the Secretary of Agriculture 
shall, from time to time, make and enforce 
such rules and regulations as he may deem 


proper for the efficient execution of the pro- 
visions of this act. 

Sec. 12. That every person who forcibly as- 
saults, resists, impedes, or interferes with any 
officer or employee of the United States, or 
any person authorized to act for the Secretary 
of Agriculture, in the execution of any duties 
authorized to be performed by this act, or the 
rules and regulations made hereunder, shall, 
upon conviction thereof, be fined not less than 
one hundred dollars ($100), or more than one 
thousand dollars ($1,000), or imprisonment of 
not less than one (1) month, or more than one 
(1) year, or both such fine or imprisonment, at 
the discretion of the court 

Sec. 13. That the word “‘person’’ wherever 
used in this act, shall be construed to import 
plural or singular, as the case demands, and 
shall include individuals, firms, companies, 
corporations, societies and associations. When 
construing and enforcing the provisions of this 
act. the act, omission or failure of any official, 
agent, or other person acting for or employed 
by any individual, firm, company, corporation, 
society or association, within the scope of his 
employment or office, shall in every case also 
be deemed to be the act, omission, or failure 
of such individual, firm, company, corporation, 
society.or association, as well as that of the 
yerson. 
' Sec, 14. That this act shall be effective on 
and after its passage.

THE MINNEAPOLIS MARKET. 

Minneapolis, Minn., Dec. 28, 1915. 
The flaxseed market rules rather 4q tiet 
and the demand for offerings is without 
feature. The linseed oil business is not 
very brisk and the buying of raw mate rial 
for the present and immediate future 
looks entirely unnecessary. If the ¢ rusher

totaled about 10,0) bushels. Duluth 
stocks increased 120,000 bushels Local 
prices are lower compared with the fu- 
tures, but Duluth also dropped back, and 
the major portion of the seed moving 1s 
coming to the Minneapolis market rhere 


is practically nothing moving from farms 
and the shipments at present represent 
stuff that was being held in country ele- 
vators. As fast as the elevator companies 
ean fill out a small carload they ship to 
market. Practically all of the seed is be- 
ing shipped unsold on account of the cent 
premium prevailing for spot offerings. ro 
arrive offerings are very light. The bulk 
of the movement is coming from Montana 
sections of 


and North Dakota. Some 

North Dakota have been pretty well 
cleaned out, according to line elevator 
company reports. Fresh farm offerings 
are neither offered for sale or storage 
No doubt the farmers are reserving some 


of their best seed for sowing next year. 
Montana farmers are selling a little seed 
right along and the supply in that State 
is fair as yet. Minnesota is shipping but 
a small amount of. seed at present, and 
South Dakota offerings are very mod- 
erate. ; 

There is a small amount of Canadian 
seed running to the Minneapolis market 
on consignment. No lots have been 
offered to arrtve from over the boundary, 
although prices have been strong enough 
to take some of it. The markets are close 
together and rather liberal trading is 
liable to come any time a liberal supply 
of seed is needed for local crushing. A 
quick rally in prices on this side of the 
line will no doubt result in some sales of 
round lots to arrive. 

Local crushers report continued offer- 
ings of Argentine seed for early shipment. 
Argentine holders are offering large lots 
at $1.83@1.86, c. i. f. New York. No trades 
have been confirmed. The sellers seem to 


be anxious to dispose of some of their 
holdings at prices quoted. 
A moderate amount of seed was _ re- 


shipped from Minneapolis to Duluth dur- 
ing the week past, but at the prices pre- 
vailing local crushers did mot let much 
of the stuff get away from them. One 
erusher bought considerable seed for ship- 
ment to Chicago. 

Judging from reports the supply of flax- 
seed in country elevators is very mod- 
erate. Owing to the scattering farm de- 
liveries the line houses were unable to 
hedge satisfactorily and shipped the seed 
to market as fast as carloads could be 
assembled. 

No. 1 seed on spot sells at 4@7c. under 
Duluth May price, and to arrive at lec. 
less. 

LINSEED Olt. 

During the latter part of last week 

there was a fair demand for linseed oil, 


and some of the crushers disposed of 
some round lots for shipment within 
ninety days. While the business was 


more or less unexpected and gratifying to 
the crushers at the same time it was not 
heavy enough to be important. Sales for 
prompt shipment were scattering and 
small lots were wanted as a rule. The 
jobbing trade was light and featureless. 

It locks like the buyers were becoming 
more reconciled to the present high range 
of prices and their interest is a little bet- 
ter than it has been. Evidently most of 
them have come to the conclusion that 
there is little on which to base hopes of 
a drastic decline and they are nibbling a 
little more freely at offerings. Compared 
with former years the amount of trade 
is light, but for this year it seems to be 
fair. Territory supplied by local crushers 
continues restricted and has a good deal 
to do with the amount of business trans- 
acted. 

Shipping directions are not very prompt 
as a rule. Some of the buyers have to be 
touched up now and then to furnish them. 
The supply om hand in local tanks is in- 
creasing gradually, although it continues 
very moderate. 

Prices quoted at 64c. Crushers are un- 
able to sell much at that figure, but it 
represents the value of the oil and the 
crushers are all holding firmly. 


LINSEED OIL, 


There is no keen demand for oil meal at 
present prices and in view of the fact 
that most of the output is moving on old 
cake contracts there is no disposition 
shown to make concession to get business. 
Numerous meal contracts for December 
shipment are also being filled and the 
moderate outturn is taken care of with- 
out delav. In fact. some of the crushers 
are a little behind on their December 
business and will have to make part of 
their deliveries in Januarv. Sales are be- 
ing made at $35.50@36. although offerings 
are very light below $36. Buyers are get- 
ting supplies on old contracts right along 
and are not in the market for fresh lots 
at present. Buyers that failed to book 
anv orders for December shipment are 
taking small lots for immediate shipment. 
Orders are coming from a wide territory. 

LINSEED OIL CAKE. 

There is nothing doing in the oil cake 
market. One buyer was in the market for 
a fair-sized lot for December shipment 
having boat room available for shipment 
abroad, but crushers were unable to get 
the stuff ont on time to make connec- 
tions. The last bids reported renresented 


a price level considerably below what 
meal is being worked at. Ther little 
or no inquirv for deferred shinment, 
owing to the digiculty the exporters have 
in getting a profit out of their dealing 


with the Overseas Trust. There is every 
evidence of a big demand prevailing in 
Holland at big prices. but those able to 
participate in the business had the fore- 
sight to engage freight room. There is a 
lot of cake tied uv at the Eastern sea- 
board that should have gone abroad long 
before this. One buyer naid drafts on 


Shipments made last October, but within 
the -week had not been able to get de- 


fair discount under 


livery of it from the railroad company. 
There is a great deal of trouble in mak- 
ing boat connections on account of the 
railroad blockade. Space reserved on a 
number of boats had to be sold out be- 
cause cargoes were not available for 
loading. Conditions regarding freight 
seem to be getting worse instead of bet- 
ter, and no improvement in foreign cake 


trade seems possible in the immediate fu- 
ture

Latest Appraisers’ Decisions

Refined Glycérine. 

The Board of United States General Ap- 
praisers upheld the action of Collector 
Malone in classifying refined glycerine as 
a chemical compound. The claim of the 
importers, E. Fougera & Co., was over- 
ruled in every respect. The merchandise 
was classified under paragraph 17, tariff 
act of 1913, which provides for ‘‘chemical 
and medicinal compounds, combinations 
and all similar articles dutiable under this 
section, except soap, whether’ specially 
provided for or not, put up in individual 
packages of 2% pounds or less gross 
weight .. shall be dutiable at a rate 
of not less than 20 per cent. ad valorem.” 
The importers claimed that it is dutiable 
at 2c. per pound under the provision in 
paragraph 35 for glycerine, refined. The 
containers of the merchandise, plain glass 
bottles, were claimed to be dutiable at 30 
per cent. ad valorem under paragraph 83. 
The merchandise being classified at an 
ad valorem rate, the bottles were as- 
sessed at the same rate. Two chemists, 
who were called by the importers, testi- 
fied that glycerine was a chemical com- 
pound, produced by the combination of 
carbon, hydrogen and oxygen. The coun- 
sel for the importers admitted that pure 
glycerine is a chemical compound, but 
claimed that it is not a medicinal prepa- 
ration. He also said that the only rea- 
sonable interpretation of the phrase 
“chemical and medicinal compounds’”’ is, 
grammatically, that the article covered 
must be both a chemical and a medicinal 
compound. With this construction the 
board did not agree. 

General Appraiser Brown, who wrote 
the opinion of the board overruling the 
importers’ claims, said: 

“Glycerine is a chemical compound and, 
if anything cam be said to be similar to 
a medicinal preparation, it seems that 
this substance may be considered so, for, 
as snown by the evidence in this case, it 
is used, if not alone, at least in combina- 
tion with other substances, for medicinal 
purposes. 

“We think, therefore, that glycerine 
does not come within the principle of our 
decision covering ink. Abstract 27926,

Infants’ Food. 


Loeffler & Weil, who protested 
the collector’s classification of infants’ 
food, lost in their contention that it 
should have been returned as an unenum- 
erated manufactured article, under para- 
graph 485, dutiable at 15 per cent. ad 
valorem, The merchandise was classi- 
fied under the first part of paragraph 17, 
act of 1915, at 20 per cent. ad valorem as 
an article similar to medicinal com- 
pounds, put up in packages of less than 
2% pounds gross weight. The merchan- 
dise is known as Loeflunds’ Food Moltose 
and Malt Soup or Food. Judge Brown, 
in a decision coincided in by Judge Sulli- 
van, held that the advertising matter 
gotten out by the firm indicated a me- 
dicinal or semi-medicinal use of the prod- 
ucts. Judge McClelland, in a concurring 
opinion, said he did not agree that the 
products possessed any medicinal prop- 
erties, but that, in the absence of any 
more specific provision for the products, 
ae were properly classified by the col- 
ector,

Shortage of Olive Oil. 


It was decided that the Board of United 
States General Appraisers was authorized 
to accept proof at the hearing to supple- 
ment the return of the weigher and take 
the place of the affidavit, mentioned in 
the Customs Regulations of 198, article 
1063. This action sustains the claim of 
the importers of olive oil, V. Scotto & 
Brother, who contended that eight cases 
out of a shipment invoiced as seventy, 
were shortshipped. The law requires 
that an affidavit be attached to the in- 
voice to this effect. This the importer 
failed to do, and .Collector Malone as- 
nome duty on the full amount as in- 
voiced.

No. 39,406.—Eucalyptol, a product of eucalyp- 
tus oil. Assessed at 20 per cent., paragraph 
46, as an essential oil. Claim—15 per cent., 
pareray= 5, as chemical or medicinal prepara- 
tion, 

No. 39,188.—Powdered talc, perfumed. As- 
sessed at 60 per cent., paragraph 48, as a 
toilet preparation. Claim—15 per cent., para- 
graph 69, as talcum, powdered. 

No. 39,175.—Pumice stone in lumps, rough 
edges smoothed by filing or by being rolled, 
Assessed at %4 cent per pound, paragraph 75, 
as partially manufactured. Claim—5 per cent., 
paragraph 75, as pumice stone unmanufactured.

Salesmen of the majority of paint 
houses are not out at present and, as 
the period of stock taking is at hand, 
there is very little disposition on the 
part of manufacturers to take on new 
supplies of paint materials, and the 
market during the week was quiet and 
without feature. The advance of seed 
values in the markets of the North- 
west had the effect of strengthening 
quotations for linseed oil, and the lat- 
ter is now selling at an advance of 
2 cents per gallon over the closing fig- 
ures a week ago, and the prospects for 
a further upturn to prices is regarded 
as bright. All vegetable oils are firm 
and to a large extent the shipping sit- 
uation is responsible for the higher 
prices, and linseed oil is not excepted, 
for difficulty in landing Argentine seed 
at New York has made it possible for 
prices at Duluth and Winnipeg to ad- 
vance. Other oils, such as China 
wood and soya bean, feel the effects of 
higher Ocean freights, and the added 
cost of transportation alone would be 
sufficient to increase the price in do- 
mestic markets. The lead and zinc 
pigments are holding steady in price, 
and some question has been raised re- 
garding the possibility of a shortage 
of supplies of zinc oxide, as the home 
production is likely to fall short of 
requirements and imports are running 
below normal. Dry colors have been 
reported in an unfavorable position for 
many months, and the current week 
is merely a repetition of those which 
have preceded. Turpentine has been 
more firmly held this week both at 
primary points and in the local mar- 
ket. Some grades of naphthas also 
have been marked up in price. There 
are no reports of a lowering of prices 
for paint materials, and the position 
of paint manufacturers is not to be 
envied as long as prepared paints are 
offered at prevailing prices. A review 
of the linseed oil and naval stores 
markets will be found on pages 21 and 
23, respectively. On page 12 there is a 
complete report on the flaxseed situa- 
tion. A report on alcohol will be 
found under the drug market. Com- 
ment on the important items in the 
paint trade follows:— 

LEAD, ZINC AND PIGMENTS, 

PIG LEAD.—While the open quota- 
tions for pig lead in the New York 
market was held at 5.40c. per pound 
this week, there was a strong tone to 
the market and further advances were 
freely predicted. Sales were put 
through at prices higher than those 
openly quoted, and an upward revision 
of prices would come as no surprise to 
the trade. St. Louis quotes the mar- 
ket strong at 5.35c. per pound. Lead 
ore at Joplin is held at $70@72 per ton. 


WHITE LEAD (BASIC CARBON- 
ATE).—The firmness in the metal 


market gives a strong undertone to 
the market for white lead, and prices 
for the latter are likely to be influ- 
enced by advances in the metal. The 
firm view of sellers regarding dry 
white lead, as recently reported, has 
been maintained through the period 
and the inside price for large lots is 
given as 6%4c. per pound. White lead 
in oil is offered at 7%4c. per pound, 
with this figure applying only to large 
amounts and proportionate advances 
made for smaller lots. The upward 
tendency of linseed oil, combined with 
the firmness in pig lead, give an espe- 
cially strong tone to white lead in oil. 
Demand for jobbing lots was rather 
quiet this week, but the year now 
closing shows a good consumption of 
this material. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC SUL- 
PHATE.)—No price concessions are 
reported in the market for basic sul- 
phate and sellers are naming 6c. per 
pound as the inside figures at which 
they will consider business. Smaller 
lots are higher accordingly. The posi- 
tion of this pigment has undergone no 
material change during the week and 
will depend upon the situation in the 
materials market, and viewed from 
that angle the prospects are not in 
favor of any recession in values. 

RED LEAD.—Some call for jobbing 
lots of red lead are reported, but in 
the main the market was slow this 
week, and this applies with equal 
force to the dry product. There have 
been no changes in the asking prices 
of sellers, and dry red lead in large 
amounts is to be had at 7\%\c. per 
pound, with red lead in oil at 8c. per 


pound. The usual premiums for 
smaller lots are effective. 
LITHARGE.—In addition to the 


paint trade, good demand for litharge 
is said to have come recently from the 
glass and oil trades. The market is 
holding a firm position, with no new 
features as a result of the week’s trad- 
ing. Values are steadied by the po- 
sition of the metal market and, as 
stated before, the pigments will be in- 
fluenced largely in the future by de- 
velopments in the metal market. 


Prices for litharge are 6%c. per pound 
and upward on a quantity basis. 
ORANGE MINERAL.—Leading sell- 
ers of orange mineral are quoting this 
material at 9c. per pound in kegs and 
are finding a normal outlet for the 
production. Some reports say that de- 
mand has been above normal, and the 
reason for this is given as the scarcity 
and consequent lessening of competi- 
tion of foreign grades, 
SPELTER.—The market for spelter 
for prompt and nearby shipment is 
irregular, as sellers have been re- 
Served and offers were not free. The 
price for prompt shipments is holding 
around 17%c. per pound, but the 
searcity of offers makes this figure 
rather nominal. The second quarter 
of the year is held at 14c. per pound, 
but this figure also is not free, and 
some bids at that price are reported 
to have been turned down. St. Louis 
quoted spelter at 17%c., but buyers 
were not willing to meet this price. 
Zine ore at Joplin is $100@116 per ton. 


ZINCS.—With the price for zinc 
oxide established for some time to 
come, the market is of no interest 


from that standpoint. Some consum- 
ers of zinc oxide say they have not 
been able to contract for as much as 
they did a year ago, while others say 
they are in line to receive the same 
amourt as in 1915. This, of course, is 
in a proportionate sense, as no con- 
tracts have been taken for longer 
than the first half of the year on 
American zines or beyond the first 
three months of the year on American 
zincs French process. The contract 
price for the first half of next year 
has been fixed at 8%@8%c. per pound 
for American process zine oxide. The 
range in price is according to quantity, 
and the lowest figure applies to fifty- 
ton lots. Selected offerings of Amer- 
ican process zinc oxide are quoted at 
914g@9%%c, per pound. Leaded zincs are 
held at 6%@6%c. per pound, with the 
better grades at 8%@8%c. per pound. 


These prices are f. o. b. shipping 
point, and refer to shipment in bar- 
rels. French process zinc oxide is 
offered on contracts over the first 


quarter of next year at 16@16%c. per 
pound for red seal, 16%@16%c. per 
pound for green seal, and 17@17%c. per 
pound for white seal. 


DRY COLORS, 
BLACKS. 


Producing costs for lampblack and 
carbon gas blacks are holding up and 
this has a corresponding effect on the 
prices for the finished materials. There 
are many grades of lampblack, and on 
that account there is considerable 
range in the prices quoted. For the 
commercial grades, the prices run from 
54ec. per pound to 15c. per pound. Car- 
bon gas blacks are held at 7@7%c. per 
pound f. o. b. shipping points. Min- 
eral blacks are quoted at $18@25 per 
ton on a quality basis. 

BLUES. 

The position of the potash blues is 
largely established by the position of 
the raw materials and the situation is 
not improving, although the materials 
market shows very little change for 
the week. It is stated that some manu- 
facturers are obtaining certain sup- 
plies on contracts and will soon be 
forced to enter the open market for 
fresh supplies. This applies to prussi- 
ate of soda, as stocks are small and 
prices show a material advance over 
thoe ruling a year ago. It is impos- 
sible to quote any figure as a stable 
price for any of the potash blues and 
guarantee that buyers can fill their 
wants at that price. Prussian blue is 
holding at $1.50 per pound and upwards, 
but some sellers are not looking for 
business at the inside figure. Ultrama- 
rine blues are firm in price, especially 
the better grades, and sellers are quot- 
ing 5@16c. per pound. 


BROWNS. 


There is no improvement in Vandyke 
browns, and the market is practically 
bare of supplies. No open prices are

Domestic clay is moving steadily 
into consuming channels and is holding 
steady in prices, with $8@10 per ton 
quoted. 

CASEIN.—Some imports of 
were noted, and it is stated that stocks 
are on the way from the Argentine. 
The market, however, is pretty well de- 
pleted of stocks and buyers are finding 
it hard to get all the material they de- 
sire. The domestic output is reported 
to be below normal and offerings of do- 
mestie producers are sold ahead. Prices 
are largely nominal, with lic. per 
pound as a fairly representative figure 
of values. 

LITHOPONE.—A _solid-up position 
exists in the market for lithopone, 
and offers on spot or for future deliv- 
ery are restricted.

New Philippine Oil Nut. 
Washington, Dec. 31, 1915. 

The officials of the Commerce Depart- 
ment have received from Philippine 
sources an account of a new oil nut which 
has been discovered by accident in 
Manila. Twenty-five bags of an oil-bear- 
ing nut, supposed to be lumbang nuts, 
were sent and upon a test of the substi- 
tute for oil-bearing properties it was found 
to contain 45 per cent. of a dark, fatty, 
non-drying oil that made very good soap. 
The nut has a variety of names in the 
different provinces, and it appears that its 
uses for oil-bearing were known to the 
natives many years ago before the intro- 
duction of petroleum. The Philippine 
Manufacturing Company, of Manila, has 
made two shipments of the nuts. and the 
use of the oil in making soap is pro- 
nounced satisfactory.

EFFECT OF THE WAR ON THE 
TRADE IN AMERICAN COTTON- 
SEED PRODUCTS, 


The influence of the existing state of 
warfare in Europe and Occidental Asia 
has not been detrimental to the export of 
American cottonseed products. On the 
contrary, there has been a very notable 
expansion in the volume of the shipments 
of both oil and oil cake as compared with 
the corresponding period of 1913-1914. 


Export of Oil Cake and Meal. 


In the case of oil cake and meal the 
hipments during the eight months ended 
ebruary 28, 1915, show an increase in 
volume of 71 per cent. over those for the 
same period in 1913-1914, and of 25 per cent. 
as compared with the period of 1912-1913. 
The average value per pound for the 
exports during this period in 1912-1913 was 
1.342 cents; in 1913-1914, 1.376 cents; and in 
1914-1915, 1.265 cents. The increased de- 
mand has evidently not caused any rise 
in price, probably in consequence of the 
augmented cost to consumers, as a result 
of the abnormal charges for freight and 
insurance on trans-Atlantic shipments 
during the months in question. 
_ The details of the distribution by lead- 
ing countries are given in the following 
table, showing the export of American oil 
cake and meal during the eight months 
ended February 28:

Summary. 
In reviewing the general field the fol- 
lowing situation of the cottonseed indus- 


try in other countries becomes evident. 
There is a steady expansion in the area 
devoted to cotton culture in all parts of 
the world, most pronounced in Central 
Asia and in the Valley of the Nile, but 
promising to become important in other 
sections of equatorial Africa and in Asia 
Minor. The supply of cottonseed avail- 
able for crushing is increasing in all these 


lands, partly from the enlarged area de- 
voted io cotton and partly as a result of 


a greater demand from domesti« 
eign mills for oil seeds. 

PRODUCTION OF OIL. 

In India, China, Turkey, Egypt, Mexico, 


and for- 


Brazil and Peru the crushing of cotton- 
seed is practiced regularly in mills of 


modern equipment. Much of the output 
is used for soap making and other indus- 


trial purposes. An increasing amount is 
refined for use as an edible oil. As a 
rule, this refined product does not com- 


pete seriously with prime grades of Amer- 
ican cottonseed oil in the markets of the 
countries mentioned, nor is there any 
marked attempt to export it to adjoining 
countries. 

How long this condition will exist can 
not be foretold. In India and Turkey, and 
aiso to some extent in the other lands, 
there is a pronounced attempt to manu- 
facture a high-grade oil capable of meet- 
ing the stricter requirements for table 
use. Development along this line is slow, 
and for the time being the competition is 
not serious. 

It is Otherwise in the case of Asiatic 
Russia. The industry is growing rapidly, 
and there is an ambitious effort to com- 
pete seriously with the American product 
in the Levant. For the moment this ef- 
fort is checked. it is certain to be re- 
newed at the close of the present war. 

Emgland and Germany are the only two 
countries where cotton is not grown, but 
in which the crushing of cottonseed has 
grown to be an industry of national im- 
portance. In both countries the effort is 
made to produce a higher quality of cot- 
tonseed oil, which can compete more suc- 


cessfully with the better American 
grades. In both countries the industry 
contends with difficulties in this connec- 


tion, dtpendent upon the inherent nature 

of the raw material employed—Bombay 

and Egyptian cottonseed. 

MARKET FOR AMERICAN COTTONSEED 
OIL. 


The foreign sales of American cotton- 
seed oi! have fluctuated widely during the 
past five fiscal vears. The value of the 
exports was $14,798,000 in 1910, $17,127.000 in 
1917. $24.089,000 im 1912, $20,737,000 in 1913. and 
$13,843,000 in 1914. An analysis of the trade 
movement shows that the loss of market 


is most serious in Europe. There has 
been a steady development in the other 


countries of North America, checked only 


by the temporary restriction of the con- 
sumptive ability of Mexico. South Amer- 
ica has grown to be a profitable cus- 


tomer, doubling its purchases in the last 
five years, and not showing a single step 
backward. The small market in Oceania 
has increased from $34,000 in 1910 to $68,000 
in 1914. The equally small market in Asia

Lard prices have not changed ma- 


terially during the past week. Trading 
in the aggregate has been light, and 
the trend of values appeared to be up- 
ward, regardless of the enormous hog 
receipts in the West. Consuming de- 
mand is reported rather quiet, but this 
is not unusual at this period of the 
year. At the close Middle Wes: lard 
was held at 9.90@10c., and city lard at 
95@9%c. Lard compound is quoted at 
9% @9%c., according to brand. 


CHICAGO LARD MARKET. 


Chicago, Dec. 1915. 

Lard has ruled quiet during the entire week. 
Any activity that has been seen in the market 
at Chicago during the period under review has 
been due mainly to the large business passing 
in the grain markets, which activity has at 
times stimulated trading not only in lard, but 
in other hog products as well. Summed up, 
conditions surrounding the market at the mo- 
ment may be said to show no change as com- 
pared with those which have governed the sit- 
uation for some time past. With Germany en- 
gaged in conflict and unable to get imports of 
lard in that country, holders of lard in the 
United States are without the usual outlet for 
their production. Periodically there are rumors 
of peace heard in the market at Chicago, and 
at times these whisperings cause some in the 
trade to take a hand in operations in the specu- 
lative market in the belief that the rumors are 
well founded. With a cessation of hostilities 
in Europe, the demand for lard on export ac- 
count, and particularly on German account, is 
expected to show a marked increase. 

The trading in the market for lard futures 
was wholly of a professional character during 
the week, only an occasional order being filled 
for ‘outsiders. The business was slow at all 
times, with prices ruling at the close of the 
period showing moderate advance. These gains 
were due largely to the strength and activity 
shown in grains, which induced some to enter 
provisions, Fair support was accorded lard 
prices, however, as they failed to react when 


29, 


the grain list suddenly turned downward. Jan 
uary lard finished the week at $9.70, as con 
trasted with a closing the previous week of 


$9.60, or an advance of 10c. for the period

SPIRITS OF TURPENTINE.—A de- 
cidedly firmer tone has characterized 
the local turpentine market during the 
interval and prices record a net ad- 
vance of 2 cents a gallon at the close. 
Local trading has been quiet, but the 
market is sensitive and responded 
easily to the strength displayed by the 
primary markets of the South. Re- 
ports from Savannah do not indicate 
that any great amount of buying 
power has accompanied the advance. 
Fundamental conditions are known to 
be strong, but in some well posted 
local quarters it was intimated that 
transactions had the earmarks of 
speculation. Sentiment is quite bull- 
ish because it is generally believed 
that supplies are not large enough to 
go around before new crop arrives. 
Turpentine shipments for the week at 
Savannah were 234 _ barrels. Re- 
ceipts were 1,512. barrels. Stocks 
were 15,888 barrels, as compared with 
14,983 barrels for the previous week 
and 35,993 barrels last year at this 
time. At Jacksonville the price was 
53c. at the close. Stocks in London on 
December 11 were 44,954 barrels, com- 
pared with 22,108 barrels in 1914, and 
58,093 barrels in 1913, for equal dates. 
The following table shows the range 
of prices for spirits of turpentine in 
the local market for each day during 
the past week. The Savannah situa- 
tion is reported below.

-Advances ranging from 
20c. to 35c, per barrel have been re- 
corded in all gradings ranging from 
common to good strained up to and in- 
cluding K. There has been a fair call 
for contract shipments, and this, with 
the advancing tendency in the South, 
has created a very firm local situation. 
It is expected that demand will show 
improvement after the inventory pe- 
riod has passed, and dealers express 
confidence in the future ‘course of 
prices. According to primary advices, 
total shipments at Savannah for the 
week were 7,407 barrels; receipts, 
6,919 barrels, and stocks at the close 
were 75,439 barrels, compared with 
74,783 barrels last week and 150,283 bar- 
rels last year at this time.

Both linseed and 
sOya bean oils closed higher, with cot- 
tonseed oil firm. Sales of car lots, in 
cooperage, were reported at $7.85 per 
hundred pounds, equal to $7.40 in tanks. 
The export movement of refined oil 
was fair and quotations were main- 
tained on the basis of $8.45 per hundred 
pounds, car lots, in cooperage. 

OLIVE OIL—The market was firmer, 
reflecting the tendency of prices 
abroad. There was a fair inquiry for 
prime green foots and were re- 
ported at prices ranging from 9'%c. to 
10c. per pound, spot delivery. Dena- 
tured oil was quoted at 92@94c. per gal- 
lon, as to quality and seller. 

PALM OIL—Prices advanced sharply 
abroad, which brought out a strong 
undertone among local handlers. Prices 
were marked up in this market to cor- 
respond with the uplift in Liverpool. 
At the close importers held out for 9\c. 
per pound for spot Lagos palm oil, 
which compares with 8%c. a week ago. 
Based on latest cables it costs approxi- 
mately 9c. to land Lagos palm oil in 
New York. Prime red oil closed at 
8%@9c. on the spot, against 8%@8\c. 
a week ago. The demand at the higher 
prices was quiet. The sharp advance 
was attributed chiefly to the shipping 
situation. 

PALM KERNEL OIL—The Liverpool 
market was a shade easier during the 
week on freer offerings from the mills. 
On Thursday palm kernel oil was 
cabled at £47 10s. per ton, which com- 
pares with £48 10s. per ton. a week ago. 
The situation locally underwent little 
change. Trading was inactive and spot 
prices were more or less nominal. 
Dealers were asking from 11%%c. to 12c. 
per pound spot oil, with futures at 
10% @l11c. per pound. 

PEANUT OIL—At Marseilles the 
market for technical grades of peanut 
oil closed the week at 119 francs per 
100 kilos, which compares with 117% 
francs a week ago. The market was 
strong but quiet. Soap grades were 
offered by local dealers at 68@74c. per 
gallon, as to quality. 

RAPESEED OIL.—Importations dur- 
ing the week included 300 barrels from 
China. This failed to relieve the ex- 
isting shortage and spot prices were 
firmly maintained. Offerings from 
abroad were meager. At Hull the 
market for refined East Indian rape- 
seed oil closed the week at 47s. 6d. 
per hundredweight, in barrels, spot 
and December shipment, while crude 
held at 44s. The nominal quotation 
here for refined oil was 96c. per gallon, 
with the blown at 99c.

COD OIL.—Newfoundland cod oil 
was strong at the close, but quotations 
were unchanged compared with a week 
ago. Importers claim that they have 
not been able to fullfil the wants of 
consumers and that much business has 
been, turned down of late. Sales were 
reported on spot at prices ranging 
from 63 to 65c. per gallon, as to quan- 
tity. Canadian tanners have been 
fairly active buyers of Newfoundland 
oil. Domestic cod oil was offered at 
61@62c. per gallon, with stocks on 
hand limited. 

DEGRAS.—Foreign cables were firm- 
er, but this failed to change the local 
situation. The demand was rather 
quiet. It was reported that a quantity 
of domestic degras changed hands un- 
der 6c. per pound. English degras, 
good commercial quality, was available 
at prices ranging from 6%c. to 7c. 
per pound. Importers claim that it costs

Returns from the Eastern fields for 
the week note 134 completions, 1,875 
barrels of new daily productions and 
53 dry holes, as against 118 completions, 
2,356 barrels of new production and 40 
dry holes for the former week.

are also credited with the best increase 
in new production. Late operations in 
the Dorsey field of Pennsylvania have 
been disappointing, comprising three 
dusters, and practically condemning all 
prospects for an extension of the pro- 
ducing limits. The daily output of the 
field is now placed at about 800 barrels, 
the indications of a steady decline as 
the field is believed to have been well 
defined. Late results in West Virginia 
have been more creditable, with 
Kanawha county bearing the laurel. 
One of the completions in the district 
came in at the rate of 150 barrels the 
first twenty-four hours. Ritchie county 
in the same State presented a 70-bar- 
rel producer. In the Southeastern 
Ohio fields the featuring completion of 
the week was a 70-barrel producer in 
Fairfield county. 

Routine results have characterized 
the week’s operations jin the Lima fields 
of Northwestern Ohio and Indiana, 
but the buoyant course of the crude 
market expected to spur develop- 
ment work as soon aS weather condi- 
tions are more favorable.

account of the rapid advance in the price of 
oil at the wells, 

While drilling may slacken for a few weeks, 
it will not deter the oil men from hustling 
over the country picking up territory to de- 
velop as soon as warm weather comes, and a 
lot of this work is now being done all over 
the country. Even in the cold Northwest, in 
Wyoming and Montana, oil men are rushing 
ever the country securing leases on land that 
is already patented, as they are backward in 
taking up claims in either State for fear of 
the litigation. The withdrawal of lands in 
Wyoming that are known to be very produc- 
tive of oil by the government is a dead let- 
ter to the State of Wyoming, and puts the 
wealth of the State back Could the oil 





people secure this land and drill the territory 
it would mean a large expenditure there and 
most naturally most of the money would be 


distributed among the business men residing 
close to the oil fields The withdrawal of 
lands also works hardships upon capitalists 
who have gone into the field and invested large 
capital with no recourse whatever. 


A new _ pool is being developed in Estill 
county, Kentucky, near the town of Irvine. 
Fome years ago many shallow wells were 
drilled in that field, but later on the wells 


were pulled out and then the pipe line was 
also taken up and Estill county was without 
an oil field Some months ago work again 
tarted a little in advance of the old develop- 
ment with the result that very fine 
wells were found, and now things are getting 
lively in that part of the State. The New 
Domain Oil and Gas Company has drilled in 
two good wells in the new field, one being 
good for 200 barrels and the other 190 bar- 
rels, while the Wood Oil Company secured a 
125-barrel producer. This oil is found at a 
depth varying from 50 to 700 feet, according 
to the locations of the wells, and even a 
small well would make a paying investment 
as the cost is only a trifling one compared to 
other fields over the country A short pipe 
line has been run from the wells in the field 
to the railroad and the oil will be shipped 
tank cars. The first runs from the wells were 
made a couple of weeks ago, and the oil put 
fnto storage by the Cumberland Pipe Line 
Company The oil is of a paraffine base and 
of 33 gravity and commands a price of $1.20 
per barrel at the wells, which is the same 
price as the Somerset product of the same 
State. Not one dry hole has been und as 
yet in the new development and many well- 
known oil people have secured large blocks of

tract. The daily production of the pool is now 
about 800 barrels, and will now gradually de- 
cline as the pool has been pretty well de- 
fined.

Some of 
the oil was tested at the Wellsville refinery 
and shows about 90 per cent, gasoline, and is 
the first well of the kind ever found in any 
section of the State. The oil is said to be 
worth close to $7 per barrel in its natural 
state as it comes from the well. The new 
strike brought the Adrian oil men from Buf- 
falo, Salamanca, Bradford, Jamestown, Olean, 
Wellsville and other points nearby. Much 
territory has been leased around the well, but 
the supposition is that the oil was found in 
a crevice and that no more wells of that 
grade of oil will be discovered in further 
drilling. 

There is the usual number of wells drilling 
in the Venango-Clarion, Bradford, Middle and 
other upper fields, while in Southwestern Penn- 
sylvania the gas companies are active de- 
veloping territory in Greene county, and some 
work is being done in Washington and Beav- 
er counties. 








West Virginia. 


The West Virginia field is once more com- 
ing back to its normal conditions and the 
coming spring will see a large amount of work 
in all fields. The older fields will be more 
fully developed and new ones will be looked 
for, as the price of oil is at a point that 
operators are anxious to get out and try a 
little wildcatting for a change. The best of 
the new wells are found in the Cabin Creek 
and Elk districts of Kanawha county, and 
there is some new interest being manifested 
in the Wetzel county field, as well as in the 
Marion and Lewis county sections. This is 
deep sand territory and expensive to operate. 
Some test work is being done in Monongalia 
county, as well as in Wayne, Upshur, srax- 
ton, Taylor and Clay counties. In the shallow 
sand territory of Wood, Wirt, Pleasants, 
Ritchie and Tyler counties there is consid- 
erable new work starting, and while the 
chances may not be good for more than con- 
gested pools, there remains a lot of locations 
to drill in defined territory. The year 1916 
with the prospects ahead, looks as though the 
bulk of the old territory will be pretty well 
érilled up, unless the gas sections are re- 
served for future use, as the entire Eastern 
country depends largely upon the supply of 
natural gas from West Virginia. 

Many of the well owners throughout the 
West Virginia fields are holding their produc- 
tion in tankage awaiting better prices, and 
for this reason the runs from the wells are 
not what they should be or would be if the 
oil was sold regularly to the oil buyers as it 
usually is.

No. 2 on the Phillips tract, on Indian Creek, 
pumped 20 barrels. The Cc. L. Brown Com- 
pany’s Nd. 6 Rutherford heirs’ tract, on Devil 
Hole Run, produced 70 barrels.

Fougera & Co. as a representative im- 
porting drug company. These applica- 
tions have been deemed by the counsel 
for the Proprietary Association of

Even if it be assumed that the New York 
city Health Board’s ordinance was enacted 
in good faith by the local Health Board, 
and that it is the purpose to administer it 
for the preservation of the public health 
and promotion of the public welfare, still

Board so arbitrarily to control the sale of 
recognized commodities is intolerable and 
is so out of harmony with our institutions 
and our scheme of government that we

In the city of New York there are a large 
number of manufacturers of proprietaries. 
Some of the largest wholesale druggists in 
the country have their places of business 
here. Fifty-three per cent. of the total 
business of the jobbers is in proprietaries, 
and probably 60 per cent. or more of the 
business of the thousands of retail drug- 
gists is in proprietaries. Can this great 
business be controlled at the caprice of a 
few men, no matter how honest their pur- 
pose may he? If so, we should quickly 
learn it. 

If such a power Is vested in the 
city Board of Health, then the 
impose other regulations is also vested in 
this board, and like powers are vested in 
the heatlh boards of the thousands of cities, 
towns and hamlets throughout the country. 
When will it stop? Really, that is a 
bigger question than merely the question 
ot the regulation of the sale of medicines. 

After all, that is the real question. Is 
there an arbitrary power lodged in the 
Board of Health? Are the actions of this 
board subject to any limitations? Nat- 
urally, my clients are interested in the 
direct questions involved in the immediate 
inquiry, as are also some thousands of 
business men in the city of New York. 
very American citizen is interested in the 
answer, 

Evidence that all of the wholesale drug 
interests of this city are not opposed to 
the ordinance has been furnished by the 
action of eleven local jobbers in tndors- 
ing section 117 of the Sanitary Code, and 
in signifving their intention of complying 
with it, as well as placing themselves on 
record as favoring the enactment of a 
Federal law of similar purport. These

Ihe suits which have been begun by the 
Charles N. Crittenton Company and H. 
Planten & Son, and the one which is to 
be startea by E. Fougera & Co. to en- 
join the enforcement of the ordinance, 
are directed against ‘“‘the city of New 
York, Department of Health,’’ and name 
specifically as defendants “Dr. Haven 
Emerson, Commissioner of Health; Ar- 
thur Woods, the Police Commissioner, 
and Dr. Joseph J. O’Conmell, Health Offi- 
cer of the Port of New York, who to- 
gether constitute the New York city 
Board of Health, as well as “‘Lucius P. 


Brown, Chief of the Bureau of Food and 





Drugs, and Dr. Alonzo Blauvelt, Sani- 
tary Superintendent of the Department o 
Heaith,"’ who are charged with the en- 


forcement of the ordinance. The Corpora- 


tion Counsel and each of the Health 

Board members and Health Department 
authorities have already been served with 
the papers in two of the suits. 

This service of the papers im these 
suits is deemed to constitute due no- 
tice to the health authorities to appear 
and defend the action thus begun against 


them, and it is expected that they will be 
present at the hearing on the motion for 
the granting of such an injunction, which 
is to be held on Wednesday. Though 
there is no precedent in law r adjudg- 
ing unconstitutional a regulation of this 
kind adopted by a local health board, it 
is coifidently believed by the drug inter- 
ests which are instituting these proceed- 
ings that the court will grant their appli- 
cations. 

The Philippine Territory has had on its 
Statute books for two years a proprietary 
medicine formula disclosure law far more 
drastic character than the local ordi-

nance, and laws similar to this ordinance 
have also been enacted within the last 
few months in the States of Louisiana, 


Tennessee, Iowa and Minnesota, but have 
failed of enactment in Illinois and a few 
other States, and no move has yet been 
made to have Congress pass a like meas- 
ure, nation-wide in its scope. Little at- 
tention has yet been paid to the laws on 


the subject of compulsory proprietary 
medicine formula disclosure and registra- 
tion in those States which have recently 
placed such statutes on their books. 

Satisfactory compliance with the pro- 
visions of section 117 of the Sanitary 
Code, embodying the proprietary medi- 
cine registration ordinance, may be ef- 
fected, according to Dr. Haven Emerson, 
the new Health Commissioner, by print- 
ing the names of the active ingredients 
ot any proprietary remedy on its label, 
in place of registering the medicine and 
filing the names of its ingredients with 
the Bureau of Food and Drugs of the 
Health Department. Dr. Emerson has 
also stated to a representative of the 
Reporter that only one registration num- 
ber is required for two or more proprie- 
tary remedies, in order to comply with 
the terms of the ordinance. Such a 
registration number, when intended for 
use on several proprietary remedies, is 


caiied a “house number,’’ and may 
printed or pasted upon any and all of the 
“patent” or proprietary medicines of the 
manufacturer applying for the same. 





This ‘house’ registration number may 
also be used for any proprietary reme- 
dies which the house applying for the 
same may make and offer for sale here- 
aiter, provided that the _ certificate of 
registration which is obtained from the 
Iiealth Department, setting forth this 
number, is returned to the department 
for the insertion of the mame or names 
of the subsequently made goods, the 


names of whose active ingredients are 
likewise to be filed with the department. 

On the subject of the exemption from 
the ordinance’s provisions of proprietary 
medicines purchased by the dealer in 
New York city and on hand prior to De- 


cember 31, 1915, Dr. Herman Betz, head 
of the “‘patent medicines’’ branch of the 
bureau of Food and Drugs of the local 


Health Department, has informed the 
Reporter that such exemption is granted 
by the department only in favor of the 
stocks of proprietary medicines in the 
stgres of the retail druggists of this city, 


and does mot apply to the stocks in the 
hands of wholesale druggists, drug job- 
bers and other distributors of ‘‘patent’”’ 


or proprietary medicines on a 
The wholesale dealer in New York city 
says Dr. Betz, may hold, offer for sale 
and sell proprietary medicines which 
have not complied with the local ordi- 
nance only when these goods are in- 
tended for and actually are sold to mer- 
chants in other cities of this State Or in 
other States, but he cannot sell such 
non-complying goods to distributors or 
dispensers in this city without violating 
the provisions of section 117 of the Sani- 
tary Code. Dr. Betz recommends that 
the wholesaler keep a stock of the pro- 
prietary medicines intended for inter- 
state commerce separate from the goods 
designed for local sales. Dr. Betz adds 
however, that the wholesale distributor 
in New York city may sell in this city 
proprietary medicines whose manufactur-

ers have complied with the ordinanee, by

State Laws Not in Conflict with Local 
Ordinance Enforcement. 


Albany, Dec. 30, 1915 

Attorney-General Woodbury has advised 
the State sjoard of Pharmacy that there 
is nothing in the State laws which con- 
flicts with the powers of the New York 
city Board of Health to enforce the or- 
dinance compelling the registration of all 
ingredients of proprietary and patent 
medicines not stated om the labels of the 
preparations. This ordinance becomes 


effective tomorrow. 


The Attorney-General did not formally 
pass upon the constitutionality of the or- 
dinance, whether or not it interferes with 
the Fourteenth Amendment of the Consti- 
tution forbidding the deprivation of life, 
liberty or property without due process of 


law. The question of its constitutionality 
is left for the attention of the persons 
whose business will be affected by the 
ordinance, 

In reply to an inquiry from the State 


Pharmacy Board as to whether New York 




























city has the power through its Board of 
Hiealth to compel the recording of the in- 
gredients of these medicines with the De- 
partment of Health, Attorney-General 
Woodbury says: 

In my view the city has such power. While 
the publ health law of the State * * * 
does not seek to regulate the sale of proprie- 

dicine other than in instances where 
ntain alcohol, morphine, opium, heroin, 
form, cannabis lica, chloral hydrate, 
acetanilide or their derivatives, it does not go 
so far as to provide, nor does it intimate that 
their sale shall, except in these instances, be 
unrestricted Therefore, the city of New York 
under its delegated power over the public 
health may enforce additional regulations pro- 
vided they reasonably tend toward the protec- 
tion of the public health of the city. 

The question of police power, that is whether 
the regulation of the New York city Board of 
Health violates the fourteenth amendment, I 
do not enter upon, That question is more 
properly left for the attention of persons with 
whose business the law will interfere. Suffice 
it to say that in my opinion the regulation is 
well within the police power. It will be noted 
that the regulation does not call for the per- 

e of the ingredients, and even if it did, 
ld be of the impression that in the sale 
1edicines, a business which so vitally af 
fects the pub health, a compulsory disclosure 
of the percentages would not be unconstitu- 
tional,

“‘Fustin’’ Classified as Coal Tar Color. 


Washington, Dec. 31, 1915. 
The collector of customs at New York is 


directed to classify as coal-tar color an 
importation of certain so-called ‘‘fustin.’’ 
The department says that this article is 


an azo compound of aniline and fustic 
produced by compounding about 3% per 
cent. of diazo benzine with $614 per cent 
of fustic extract which undergoes a 
chemical change forming an_ article 
known as “wool yellow’ with differen 
coloring properties than those possesseé 
of fustic extracts alone. The Board of 
General Appraisers had held in a decision 


that the small percentage of diazo benzine 
was hardly sufficient to transform the 
article into a coal-tar color or dye and 
held it to be dutiable as an extract of 
vegetable origin suitable for dyeing, stain- 
ing or tanning. In the present case, how- 
ever, the article has been classified as 
coal-tar color and is said to be known 
commercially as such, The department, 
therefore, holds that it is properly duti- 
able as a coal-tar color or dye umder 
paragraph 2 of the tariff law. This rul- 


ing results in a change of practice and 
the present importation is authorized to 
be admitted at three-eighths of a cent per 


pound under paragraph 30, and similar 
classification is to cover all merchandise 
imported or withdrawn for thirty days 
from December 23. After that date the 


20 per cent. rate under paragraph 20 will 
go into effect, leaving the importers, if 
dissatisfied, to their remedy by protest.

Atmospheric Nitrogen Extraction Urged 


for Government Explosive. 


Washington, Dec. 31, 1915. 
Calling attention to the desirability that 
the United States Government shall par- 
ticipate in efforts to secure nitrogen from 
the air for use in the manufacture of 
high explosives, a report is made by Gen- 


eral Crozier, Chief of Ordnance of the 
Army, to the Secretary of War, to that 
effect, and urging that this government 


should do what Germany is now doing, 
make nitric acid by electrical processes, 
which extracts nitrogen from the air and 
then utilizing this acid in the manufac- 
ture of explosives. General Crozier men- 
tions the fact that the United States has 
been dependent upon Chile for nitrates, a 


condition which should not be tolerated, 
and he calls attention to testimony that 
has been given the committees of Con- 


gress regarding the necessity for an ade- 
quate supply of sodium nitrate for the 
use of this government in any emergency. 

While this suggestion is made by Gen- 
eral Crozier as part of the military plans 
of the government, it is also mentioned as 
a part of a general policy which has been 
sought to be brought forward by legisla- 
tion of Congress in the interests of the 
fertilizer industry. Bills have been pend- 
ing in Congress seeking to- encourage the 
extraction of nitrogen from the air, and 
the point is made that.if the government 
shall enter upon this work in the interests 
of a government supply of explosives, 
there will be a prospect of obtaining a 
part of the sodium nitrate produced for 
use in the production of fertilizers. 


Misleading Nitric Acid Claims, 


The anncuncement of the recommenda- 
tions of the Chief of Ordnance of the 
United States Army for the development 
of atmospheric nitrogen for the manu- 
facture of munitions has been the basis 
of publications in the daily press during 
the week, colored with misleading state- 
ments concerning the private production 
of nitrates from this air in this country. 
Some of the statements conveyed the 
startling news that plants had been 
quipped to make nitric acid from the air. 
Considerable publicity was given to the 
rt that the Southern Electro-Chemical 
‘ompany was ready to place on the mar-

nitrogen, which was represented as work- 
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sociated with the Southern Power Com- 
pany, in which James B. Duke is inter-

Great Falls, S. C., during the last five 
vears for the manufacture of various 
products from atmospheric nitrogen. 
With the exceptional demand, and espe- 
cially remunerative prices for nitric acid 


for war purposes, the full capacity of the 
plant, four tons daily, was turned to this 
product, and sales have been made direct 
from the plant. It was stated at the local 
offices of Mr. Duke that no definite plans 
had been made for the extension of the 
South Carolina plant or for applying other 
works in this country and Canada under 
the control of the Southern Electro-Chem- 
ical Company and its associates for the 
manufacture of nitric acid or other nitro- 
genous products, since there was reason- 
ible doubt as to whether the process now 
employed in South Carolina would prove 
economical under normal market condi- 
tions for these supplies. The question of 
low cost water power was regarded as 
the principal problem. The economic con- 
ditions after the war were stated to be 
the real question upon which the plans of 
future operations were predicated,

Action Begun to Receive Cargo of 
Nitrate of Soda. 


Action has been begun in the admiralty 
branch of the United States District Court 
by the Lautoro Nitrate Company, Ltd., 
an Engiish corporation, to recover 29,7538 
bags of nitrate of soda, the cargo of the 
German ship Indra, lying at anchor in 
the port of New York. F. Karstadt is 
master of the Indra, 

According to the complaint, the Lautoro 
Nitrate Company, Ltd., in May and June, 
1914, shipped in good order on the Indra, 


then at Taltal, 29,753 bags of nitrate of soda 
for transportation from that place in 
Dunkirk, France. The Indra, the com- 
plaint states, started on June 11, 1914, in 
charge cf Captain Karstadt, on the voy- 
age to France, but did mot proceed there 


as provided in the bill of lading. 

The complaint further alleges that Cap- 
tain Karstadt ‘‘wrongfully and improp- 
erly abandoned the voyage to Dunkirk, 
and brought the Indra into the port of 
New York, where she arrived on Novem- 
ber 8 1914, and has since lain at anchor 
with the 29,753 bags of nitrate of soda on 
board.” It is further alleged that “it is 
apparent that the master of the Indra 
does not intend to continue the voyage 
until after the termination of the pres- 
ent war, and that for all practical pur- 
poses the voyage has been definitely 
abandoned.’’ 

The Lautoro Nitrate Company, as own- 
er of the cargo, states it has offered to 
surrender to Karlstadt the bill of lading 
in return for the delivery of the nitrate 
of soda, and although it claims that un- 
der the circumstances it is not liable for 
any charges in respect to the cargo, but 
to recover the nitrate of soda, it asks the 
court if it considers any freight charges 
are due to adjudge and decree the amount 
payable by the plaintiff to the Indra, her 


master or owners, and in case the com- 
pany is found entitled to damages, that 
the Indra be condemned so as to pay 
them. 

The action is brought through Kirlin, 
Woolsey & Hickox, this city.

Although the approach of inventory- 
taking time has served to curtail buy- 


ing operations in the drug market to 
some extent within the week, the vol- 
ume of business has been far greater 


than that recorded for the correspond- 
ing period of last year and has proved 
surprisingly large in many directions 
for this season of the year. Aside from 
the materialization of the sharp addi- 
tional uplift of domestic manufac- 
turers’ quotations for quinine salts, 
which was foretold in the previous 
issue of the Reporter, and an additional 
substantial advance in the figures 
asked for quicksilver, together with a 
marking up of collodion and a further 


rise in most spices, there have been 
few price movements of special mo- 
ment. The advance in mercury, how- 


ever, has been so pronounced as to sug- 
gest another material raising of prices 
for all hard and soft mercurial prepa- 
rations within the near future. 

3esides the price changes mentioned 


above, there have also been advances 
in acctone, due to a further rise in 
acetate of lime; in fusel oil, nitrate of 
silver, permanganate of potash, citiric 
acid, in second hands; cade oil, Amer- 
ican saffron flowers, Curacao aloes, 
digitalis leaves, Greek sage leaves, 
burdock root, Cartagena ipecac root, 
Northwestern senega root, white 
squills, Spanish anise seed, natural 
coriander seed, Manchurian hemp seed, 
cassia buds, Japan chillies, large size 
and grinding nutmegs, and Aleppy, 


Lampong and Tellicherry black pepper, 
Singapore and Penang white pepper 
and pimento.

OPIUM. 


Latest advices from Salonika state 
that all of the so-called “‘Servian” gum, 


which includes that produced in Mace- 
donia and Bulgaria as well as that ob- 
tained in Servia, has been shipped into 
Austria and Germany, so that none re- 
mains to be sent out to other consum- 
ing countries. As the ports of Turkey 
are still closed to shipments of the 
gum from that producing land, the 
New York market is cut off from all new 
supplies except from Persia, and, as 
the gum produced in that country is 
subject to an American import tax of 
$4 a pound, because of its exceptional 
dryness, which makes it classifiable in 
the “improved in value” category, it is 
not greatly desired by domestic deriv- 
ative makers, although generally of- 
fered at considerably lower figures 
than the Turkish gum, on account of 
its lesser morphine content. Local im- 
porters and other handlers of Turkey 
gum have continued to hold their 
stocks very strongly, despite the 
meager character-of the demand from 
American consumers and a further 
falling off in the takings for export, 
and are now still asking $11 per pound 


for druggists’ quality in cases, and 
$11.05 for jobbing lots of this gum, 


while quoting the powdered and gran- 
ular grades at $12.25 and $12.50, respec- 
tively. Arrivals of twenty-two cases 
have been reported at this port within 
the week. 

MORPHINE. 


Foreign consumers are still buying 
moderately of this opium derivative 
but domestic uSers are taking only 
small lots. The American manufac- 
turers continue to offer their output on 


a bulk basis of $5.50 per ounce for the 


muriate and sulphate forms in five- 
ounce cans, while quoting the acetate 
and alkaloid descriptions at $6.95 in 


ounce containers, in lots of twenty-five 
ounces, in one delivery. 
CODEINE, 

Domestic consumers continue to buy 
moderately of this opiate, and foreign 
takings are still reaching fair propor- 
tions. American makers continue to 
quote their output on a bulk basis of 
$6.35 per ounce for the phosphate, $7.50 
for the nitrate and muriate, and $8.40 
for the alkaloid forms, in one-ounce 
vials, in lots of ten ounces, in one de- 
livery. 

QUININE, 

In view of the shortage and high cost 

cinchona bark and the increasing 
difficulties experienced in attempting 
to replenish supplies thereof, domestic 
salts makers have carried out their in- 
tention of raising the prices named to 
their regular 


of 


customers on contracts, 
as outlined in the previous issue of 
the Reporter, and are now offering 


their output sparingly to such custom- 





ers on a bulk basis of 75c. per ounce 
for the sulphate in 100-ounce lots. Sec- 
ond hands, from whom alone consum- 
ers other than the regular customers 
of the manufacturers are able to ob- 
tain the salts, are quoting their “out- 
side’ stocks at $1.05 and up to $1.15, 
with a majority asking $1.10. It is gen- 


erally believed that supplies are some- 
what more plentiful than are now ap- 


parent, but are concentrated in a few 
hands. London continues to report a 
rising market, as its stocks are now 


considerably less than 90,000 ounces. 


SUNDRY DRUGS AND MISCELLA- 
NEOUS ITEMS. 


ACETONE.—In recognition of a fur- 


ther sharp uplift of acetate of lime, 
prices for this distillate have been 
raised 5c. further by domestic pro- 
ducers and Eastern makers are now 
demanding 40@45c. 
BENZOL.—Numerous sales of the 
pure description of this hydrocarbon 
have been made within the week at 


80@8le. per gallon, in tank cars and a 
quotation of 80@90c. is still being made 
by leading producers. 
BROMIDES.—Though manufacturers 
of these preparation continue to quote 
their output to their regular custom- 
ers in a limited way at $4.50 for am- 
monium, $5.50 for potassium and $3.50 
for both sodium and strontium in 
granular form. many consumers are 
being compelled to pay still higher 
prices for ‘‘outside’’ lots from second 
hands. Followine additional sales of 
the potassium preparation at $5, addi- 
tional sales have been made at $5.50. 
CASTILE SOAP.—An advance of 2 
cents per pound has been made in the 
prices asked for one well-known brand 


of pure white soap over the figures 
named for 1915 deliveries.

ing their goods at $78@79 per 
barrel. Newfoundland oil is generally 
quoted at $63@65, but is still being of- 
fered in some quarters at $62.50. 

Latest offers of Norwegian oil from 
the country of production have been 
made at $82 per barrel, f. 0. b. Nor- 
way, for 1915 goods for January ship- 
ment. One such offer recently made 
included fifty barrels of this oil at that 
figure. 

CORN SYRUP—In view of a further 
uplift in the cost of corn, the leading 
domestic makers. of this product have 
raised their prices 4c. to $2.26 per 100 
pounds for the 42 degrees mixing va- 
riety, and to $2.18 for the brewers’ 
grade of corn sugar. 

COUMARIN—Spot stocks have been 
so greatly reduced of late as to induce 
local holders to raise their prices sharp- 
ly to $7@7.50. 

EPSOM SALTS—An arrival of 279 
casks from Bristol has been noted 
within the week at the local port, but 
stocks continue very scanty and the 
refined goods continue to be held at 
3% @4\%c. in bags and barrels. 

FUSEL OIL—In consequence of a 
greatly augmented demand for this 
article and the virtually complete cut- 
ting off of domestic handlers from Ger- 
man and Russian supplies, which has 
left domestic distillers in. control of the 
situation, prices for both crude and re- 
fined grades have been raised of late 
to abnormally high figures. American 
manufacturers are now holding their 
ouptput at $3.40@3.70 at their plants, 
according to amlyic alcohol content, 
while quoting the refined goods as high 
as $5.25@5.75 and amyl acetate at $4.50

in view of the firm views entertained 
by the Japanese producers and a fairly 
active demand from consumers in this 
country. Latest arrivals have included 
fifty cases from the producing country. 

NITRATE OF SILVER—As a sequel 
to a recent uplift in the cost of bar 
silver, domestic manufacturers of this 
derivative have raised their prices a 
quarter cent to 345c. per ounce in 500 
to 1,000 ounce lots, 355c. in 100-ounce 
lots and 365c. in small quantities down 
to a single ounce. 

NUX VOMICA.—In view of the acute 
scarcity of spot stocks and the dark- 
ened outlook for an adequate replen- 
ishment, some local holders have 
raised their prices for the whole goods 
to 7c., while others continue to quote 
their stocks at 6@6%c. Powdered 
goods are still being held at 9@10c. 

POTASH—Permanganate has been in 
Such scanty supply as to inspire a 
further advance in, the prices named 
by a majority of local handlers, who 
are now demanding a minimum of 
$3.75. Several sales have already been 
made at that figure, but one local 
handler continues to offer sparingly at 
$1.50. Other medicinal potash prepara- 
tions remain, unchanged. Latest ar- 
rivals at the local port have included 
seventy-nine drums from Bristol. 

QUICKSILVER—As_ spot supplies 
have been still further diminished of 
late, without commensurate replenish- 
ment, manufacturers’ agents have ad- 
vanced their prices from $130 per flask 
of seventy-five pounds to $135 and at 
length to a minimum of $140 and in 
some instances are now asking $145 and 
even $150 per flask. The demand con- 
tinues extraordinarily heavy and sev- 
eral sales have recently been made at 
$140 and $145. Jobbing lots have been 
marked up commensurately to $1.85@ 
1.90 per pound. 

TOLUOL—Several sales of pure 
goods have been effected of late at $4.80 
on spot and, although a nominal quota- 
tion of $3.75 continues to be made on 
contracts, there is no more available at 
that figure and the current quotation 
of the leading manufacturers in this 
country is $4.75@5. 


ACIDS. 


CARBOLIC.—Concessions of 
20c. have been made of late, as the 
‘demand has slackened and U. S. P. 
phenol crystals are now being offered 
at $1.45 in drums by most local han- 
dlers, while a few holders are quoting 
$1.40, and at least one dealer is nam- 
ing $1.35. Only small quantities are 
obtainable, however, at these figures. 
For deliveries covering all of 1916, the 
quotation includes a range of 8@90c., 
but much higher figures are being 
named for January-February-March 
deliveries. 

CITRIC. — Domestic manufacturers 
are still offering their output to regu- 
lar customers in a limited way at 59c. 
for crystals in barrels and at 59%c. for 
this description in kegs; but second 
hands, from whom alone other con- 
sumers are able to obtain supplies, 
are generally asking a minimum of 
6le., while quoting 62c. in some in- 
stances. 

PICRIC.—Offers are now being made 
in a sparing way by domsetic manu- 
facturers of 1916 contracts at $1, but 
for spot goods $1.50@2 continues to be 
the quotation. 


BALSAMS. 


PERU.—A moderately active de- 
mand and a strong undertone, due to 
this demand and a diminishing supply, 
which is not being replenished ade- 
quately with new goods, are still 
noted in the local market for this 
balsam. Holders here continue to ask 
a minimum of $5.25, while quoting up 
to $5.50 in some instances. 

BARKS. 

SASSAFRAS.—A fairly active busi- 
ness is reported in this bark, which 
continues to be firmly maintained at 
10@l4c. for the ordinary and at 15@ 
16c. for select descriptions. 


BERRIES. 


JUNIPER. — Comparatively heavy 
takings of these berries are still re- 
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ported and, as spot stocks are scanty 
while the outlook for adequate re- 
plenishment from Italy is still far 
trom bright, local handlers continue to 
hold their goods very strongly at 
4@4'c. 

BEANS. 


VANILLA.—A strong undertone still 
pervades the local market for all de- 
scriptions of these beans. New York 
operators are especially firm in their 
views on Mexican goods, in conse- 
quence of the recent material reduc- 
tion of stocks here, due to the exten- 
sive buying operations of the extract 
makers which have only recently 
shown any signs of slackening, and 
the noteworthy curtailment of the 
1915-1916 crop yield through the Octo- 
ber cyclone and torrential rainfalls in 
the Papantla and Gutierrez-Zamora 
regions. of Mexico. Latest estimates 
on the total output of new crop Mexi- 
can beans indicate not more than 
125,000 to 130,000 pounds of whole beans 
and 60,000 to 75,000 pounds of cuts, or 
a total yield of only 185,000 to 205,000 
pounds, as compared with a total of 
350,000 pounds obtained from the 1914- 
1915 crop. Quotations for Mexican 
whole beans are still $3.75@5, accord- 
ing to brand, and those for cuts, 
$3.25@3.50, as to quality. 

Bourbons continue strongly 
tained both in Paris and here, with 
local operators asking $2.50@3.50 for 
their holdings, as to quality. The Paris 
market is reported to have only small 
stocks and latest arrivals from the 
producing islands are said to have been 
meager. Buying operations here con- 
tinue fairly active. 

South Americans are closely held and 
in only light supply. Local operators 
are generally quoting Guadaloupe beans 
at $3.25@3.50 for good qualities. 

Tahitis are in fair request and well 
held on the Pacific coast as well as in 
New York. Local operators are still 
demanding $1.45@1.50 for the “green 
label” beans. The local market con- 
tinues bare of the “white label” beans. 

ESSENTIAL OILS. 

BERGAMOT—Only a light inquiry 
is reported for this Messina essence, 
but in view of a moderate stiffening 
of the primary markets in Sicily, which 
has occurred of late, local holders are 
becoming somewhat firmer in their 
views and are declining to shade $3.50 
for the natural oil. The synthetic de- 
scription is still being quoted at $2.50@ 
2.75. 

Our correspondent in has 
advised us as follows:— 

Palermo, Dec. 11, 1915. 

A much more active demand has arisen of 
late and prices have been advanced moderately 
for spot goods. New crop oil, however, is 
still being offered at somewhat lower figures 
than those named for old crop goods for Jan- 
uary delivery. 

CADE—As spot stocks 
greatly diminished of late, 
commensurate replenishment, 
holders have raised their prices 
further to a minimum of 35c. 

LEMON—A stronger tone has been 
developed of late, despite the meager 
character of the demand for this Mes- 
sina essence, and local operators have 
recently assumed a less concessionary 
attitude and are now asking a mini- 
mum of $1.05 in most instances, al- 
though in some quarters $1 is still be- 
ing quoted for a few brands. One well- 
known brand, however, continues to be 
held at $1.10. 

Our correspondent in 
advised us as follows:— 

Palermo, Dec. 11, 1915 

Local operators have been Inquiring exten- 
sively of late and their demands are now 
reaching fairly large proportions. The pre- 
spective business from this source, however, is 
as yet unsupported by a commensurate demand 
from cotsuming countries and has only made 
the pressers and other holders more conserva- 
tive in their views An extremely strong un- 
dertone has been developed, however, through- 
out the market, Speculators here who neglect- 
ed to make even casual inquiries when the 
market was declining, are now intensifying 
the advancirg tendency by calling for large 
quantitiés of the oil. 

The new crop pressing season has already 
begun and quotations are now being made for 
December-January shipment as well as for 
shipments in equal monthly installments from 
January to March.

grade is being quoted at 17@18c. A 
much more active demand is now noted 
for Cape gum, in consequence of the 
great scarcity of Curacao. variety.

SCAMMONY—Resin is in less active 
demand and more freely offered by 
local holders, who are now quoting 
their stocks at $1.90@2.

SHELLAC. 


Little of notable interest has marked 
the interval and the general conditions 
have been more suggestive of the holi- 
day season. The few advices received 
from Calcutta indicated unabated 
strength, with a general withholding of 
offers for current shipment. There were 
no advices of new declarations of ship- 
ment and prospects for additional sup- 
plies over the free season continue to 
be involved in. much uncertainty. Lon- 
don closed on a firmer basis, our cor- 
respondent cabling 80s. for spot T. N. 
and 82s. for March delivery, as against 
79@80s., respectively, a week ago. 

The local market has undergone no 
practical change. Prices are fully 
maintained for all varieties, and con- 
sidering the close of the year the de- 
mand has indicated a continued keen- 
ness of buying interest. The premium 
on free T. N. is the most significant 
feature of the local market, and diffi- 
culty has been reported in fulfilling 
December contract deliveries. 

Mirzapur, India, Nov. 12, 1915 

Prices for T. N. have advanced all round and 
32 rupees 8 annas per maund has been patid¢ 
for November delivery, and speculators have 
paid up to 33 rupees for December in Calcutta 


Sellers are scarce and the reason is that the 
October (new) sticklac crop is a short one and 
supplies are not yet coming in for manufac- 


ture Mirzapur speculators have brought prices 
to a level with the Calcutta market and ex- 
pect 40 rupees per maund to be paid for T. N 
before long. The rates for the raw material, 
sticklac, make pure shellac cost 35@36 rupees. 

Standard No. 1 shellac is in demand at 338 
rupees 8 annas per maund and superfine qual- 
ity has been sold up to 38 rupees, Calcutta 
shipments to all ports to 9th inst, total about 
6.100 cases, against 6,200 cases for the same 
period in 1914 

All-round prospects point to steady 
with occasional ‘‘spurts’’ in rates. 


The London Commercial Record pub-

San Francisco, Dec, 22, 1915. 


A review of the mustard seed market for the 
last year reveals the fact that, in consequence 
of very unfavorable weather conditions, the 
acreage in California has been extremely small 
and the yield considerably less than that for 
the previous year. Prices have been unusuauy 
high, Trieste seed selling as high as 10 cents 
and yellow at 9@94c. 

As to the outlook for the new crop, it is im- 
possible to estimate anything at this time, as 
planting does not begin until February, In 
view of the high prices which have been ob- 
tained within the last year and those now 
being named and secured for the seed, how- 
ever, it is considered likely that the farmers 
will plant a very large acreage this year. 


POPPY—Dutch seed is in less active 
demand and somewhat more plentiful 
supply, and is now being offered at 
24%@25c.

BUENOS AIRES FLAXSEED MAR- 
KET. 
Values for linseed have 
up well in the face of a larger movement 
of stocks from the interior and a cur- 
tailment of outward shipments. — Sellers 
have been eager to dispose of their hold- 
ings, but the buying movement is checked 
by the scarcity of bottoms. Charter rates 
are steadily climbing, but demand for sup- 
plies is not regulated so much by the 
prices asked as by ability to guarantee de- 
livery. American crushers have bought 
censiderable seed for January-February- 
March shipments. Most of these ship- 
ments are at the option of the seller and 
the out!ook for exports in January is not 
bright. A good part of the seed for ex- 
port to America will be carried in sailers. 
Shipments this week were nil to the 
United States, 349,000 bushels to the Con- 
tinent, and 37,000 bushels to the United 
Kingdom. Total shipments since January 
were 40.546,000 bushels, as against 35,- 
276.000 bushels for the corresponding 
period last year. Visible stocks are 1,575,- 
000 bushels. against 1,318,000 bushels last 
week, and 200,000 bushels a year ago.

Friday Noon, Dec. 31, 1915. 
There is a firm tone noted to the 
caustic soda market and prices for 
nearby shipment are higher with the 
market showing signs of improved 
activity. Soda ash is holding very 


steady and spot prices are firm at or 
near the high points of the year. 
Carbonate of soda and bicarbonate of 
soda are both sustained at the re- 
cently established high levels. * Bleach- 
ing powder is very scarce and prices 
have advanced sharply with the mar- 
ket closing in an excited condition. 
The heavily sold up condition of do- 
mestic output of bleach has prevented 
any accumulation of material in sec- 
ond hands. The acids as a class are 
very firm and it is difficult for buyers 
to place additional orders. Sulphuric, 
nitric and acetic acids are booked 
heavily ahead and spot prices are sub- 


ject to the views of a few individual 
sellers. Oxalic acid is quiet and 
steady with trading restricted on ac- 
count of the relatively high prices. 
Tartaric acid is in a similar condi- 
tion with mekers showing little in- 
clination to book orders aside from 
regular customers. Blue vitriol has 
entered new high territory and there 
is a marked scarcity of additional 
offerings, both in first and second 
hands. High prices for copper and 
the sold up condition of output have 
placed blue vitriol in a strong posi- 
tion. Carbonate of potash and all the 
potash products are firm in sympathy 
with basic material and there is a 
searcity of offerings for nearby ship- 
ment. The antimony products are 
very scarce at record prices. In re- 
gard to the antimony ore production 


in Alaska the Geological Survey states 
that:—The high price of antimony in 
1915 led to the mining of over 800 tons 
of stibnite ores in Alaska. Nearly 
700 tons of this output came from the 
Fairbanks district, and the rest from 


Seward Peninsula. It is difficult to 
obtain any exact valuation of the 
stibnite ore shipped from Alaska. 
The evidence in hand indicates that 
the producer received from $1.25 to 
$1.75 per unit of stibnite. It is prob- 
ably reasonable to estimate that the 


Alaska shipments sold for $86 q ton in 
San Francisco. This indicates a value 
of about $70,000 for the total shipments 
made in 1915. Four antimony proper- 
ties were operated in the Fairbanks 
district during 1915—the Scrafford, in 
the Treasure Creek basin; the Stib- 
nite, in the Eva Creek basin; the Gil- 
mer, in the Vault Creek basin; and 
the Chatham Creek mine. All the 
operations were on a small scale. The 
mining consisted chiefly of making 
open cuts and digging out the ore, 
which occurs in shoots, kidneys, and 
irregular masses along zones of fis- 
suring. Most of the ore was broken 
and hand sorted, and no ore carrying 
less than 50 per cent. of antimony was 
shipped. The average antimony con- 
tent of the ore was probably 58 per 
cent. Considerable prospecting was 
also done on a number of other stib- 
nite lodes in the Fairbanks district. 
Advices from Holland state the chemi- 
cal market is dull. A fair inquiry is 
noted for potash, soda ash, caustic 
soda and bleaching powder. Below is 
a detailed market report of the prin- 
cipal items of chemical interest, also 
a summary of the London and Liver- 
pool chemical markets and a price list 
of Dutch chemicals:— 
HEAVY CHEMICALS. 

BICARBONATE OF SODA.—The 
steady strengthening in the position of 
basic material has placed the market 
in a firm condition and sellers’ views 
indicate a gradually hardening market 


for some time ahead. Dealers quote 
ear lots at 1.20c. for bulk and 1.30c. 
for kegs, f. o. b. works. A premium 
of 1-5c. is exacted on all deliveries in 
this territory, less the usual discount 
terms. 


BLEACHING POWDER.—This mar- 
ket has displayed a sharp upward 
tendency during the interval and spot 
sales have been reported as high as 
l4c. a pound. There is a marked 
scarcity of additional offerings and 
there is little hope of replenishment 
in the near future on account of the 
sold up condition of the market. A 
sale on contract for delivery next 
year has been made at 10c. per pound. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—A slightly firmer 
tendency has characterized the market 
for caustic soda. Inquiries show im- 
provement and dealers have been able 
to get 4@t%ec. per pound higher for 
contracts. Some business over next 
year has been placed at 5%c. per 
pound for 76 per cent. Spot 76 per 
cent. is held at 54%@5%c., according to 
seller. 

SAL SODA.—The

NITRIC.—Much interest is mani- 
fested in reports of extracting nitric 


acid from the air and about plans be- 
ing inaugurated to establish plants for 


this process. It is hoped that some 
such means may prove successful and 
that the country will not be forced to 


rely on foreign fields for its supply of 
crude nitrates. Meanwhile there is no 
improvement in market conditions from 


a buyer’s standpoint and additional 
offerings are very scarce. The mar- 
ket is quoted nominally on the basis 


of 64 @6'6c. for 36 degrees, while other 


grades are being quoted proportion- 
ately higher, according to strength. 
OXALIC.—Sales involving three or 
five barrels on spot at 50c. per pound 
have been reported at intervals, but 
the market is rather quiet with the 
tone firm. Local holdings are small 


and prices are high enough to prevent 
a complete exhaustion of stocks. 
SULPHURIC.—Occasional new sell- 
ers come into the field and prices are 
unsettled because there are not enough 
offerings to supply demand. Shipments 


against resting orders are heavy and 
the bulk of production for 1916 has 
been engaged. The 60-degree grade is 
quoted at $25 per ton for prompt and

TARTARIC.—Former prices are still 
current, with the makers confining or- 
ders to old customers.

Cream of tartar 
is held at 37@37%sc. a pound on spot. 
MISCELLANEOUS CHEMICALS, 
ACETATE OF LIME.—The contract 
price is holding firm at 6@6.10c. per 
pound. Production is heavily booked 
ahead to acetone and acid makers and 
there is a pronounced scarcity of addi- 
tional offerings for nearby delivery. 


ALUM.—Makers are not offering 
freely, but some business is being 
placed at old figures, and the tone of 
the market is firm, with sales confined 
chiefly to the ammonia grades. Sellers 
quote the ammonia varieties at 4c. 
for lump, 4%c. for ground. Sulphate 


of alumina is held at 4@4%c. for high 
grade and 3@4c. for low grade. 


ARSENIC.—There is still difficulty 
experienced in getting domestic sup- 


plies through the freight blockade, and 
the spot market continues firm at 4@ 
4%c. per pound, according to quantity 
and seller. 

The year 1915 saw another increase 
in the output of white arsenic, and the 
estimated production for the twelve 
months is reported by the United 
States Geological Survey to have been 


5,195 tons (of 2,000 pounds), with a 
value at the smelters of 2 cents a 


pound, or a total of $207,780. The es- 
timate is based on the known produc- 


tion for the first ten months of the 
year and the probable output during 
November and December. This output 
is an increase of more than 11 per 
cent. over the 1914 production and 65 
per cent over the 1913 output. All

The embargo on logwood shipments 
from Jamaica and British Honduras 
continues to be one of the features of 


the present market for dye materials. 
Advices received from our consular 
agent in London read as follows:-- 


“The Foreign Office states that th de- 
mand for logwood has very largely in- 
creased all over the world, which has 
made it imperative that the British 
Government prohibit the exportation 
(except to the United Kingdom) of dve- 





woods from Jamaica and British Hon- 
duras. A _ sufficient quantity cf wood 
having been obtained by British con- 


sumers, the Governor of Jamaica has 
been directed to allow the exportation 
of about 4,700 tons of dyewood which 
was awaiting shipment when the em- 
bargo was declared. The Foreign Office 
states that the United States imporis 
this commodity largely from Mexico 
and Haiti and that the normal annual 
importation from Jamaica is below 20,- 


000 tons. The Foreign Office requests 
me in transmitting information as to 


measures being taken by the British 
Government to facilitate the raising of 
the embargo in favor of American 
manufacturers to explain that such 
action must necessarily be conditional 
on the resumption of the exportation 
of reasonable quantities of logwood ex- 
tract from the United States to Can- 
ada.” 

There is not much change in the ma- 
terials this week. All the soda and pot- 
ash compounds are firm in price and 


are likely to continue so. Stocks of 
the various wood and vegetable ex- 
tracts are low and this helps to firm 


The tin products are nominal 
prices, as sellers have 
withdrawn and second hands are ask- 
ing above the established quotation. 
Imports of indigo from China are still 
noted, but most of this materia! is sold 
ahead. Detailed reports on the vatri- 
ous items of the local market follow:-- 

ACETATE OF SODA.—Caustic soda 
was firmer during the week, and this 
had a strengthening effect on all che 
soda preparations. Acetate of soda was 
offered at 9%4c. per pound, but toward 
the close of the week some sellers were 
asking 10c. per pound and there was a 
strong tone in the market. 

ANILINE OIL AND SALTS—Large 
consumers of aniline oil are obtaining 
deliveries against contracts. The prices 
at which these contracts were placed 
have varied according to quantities 
taken with some variation according to 
seller. Another factor in establishing 
prices is the date of delivery as many 
contracts were fixed on a sliding scale 
and covered a period of three years. 
Prices for contracts at present are said 
to be 60c. per pound, but some deliv- 
eries are being made on a basis of 15e. 
per pound. ‘The spot market is quiet 
with values holding at 90c.@$1.00 per 
pound. Aniline salts are scarce and 
values are nominal. J 

BICHROMATES.—The market for bi- 
chromate of soda is active with prices

irregular, but the close saw a strong 
situation. Foreign inquiry has set in 


and the export trade promises to be a 
prominent factor. Domestic consumers 
are showing interest, and it is predicted 
that the supply will not be sufficient 
to meet consuming demands. The dif- 
ferent producers are said to have very 
little material on hand and for prompt 
and nearby deliveries have been forced 
in some cases to enter the market and 
pay the price asked by second hands. 
Prices for spot material have varied 
owing to the offers made by dealers, 
and sales are reported at 20@25c. per 
pound. The supply of dealers, how- 
ever, has been pretty well depleted, 
and 25c. is now quoted for spot and 
shipment over the first quarter of the 
year. Contracts over all of 1916 are of- 
fered at 20@22c. per pound, but the 
situation is firm, and these prices may 
not hold good for any length of time. 
Bichromate of potash is quiet but holds 
steady at 45c. per pound. 
CUTCH—Moderate arrivals of cutch 
were noted this week, but unsold offer- 
ings are light and this added to the 
higher cost of importing holds values 
on a very firm basis. The range of 
prices makes allowance for grade with 
15@30c. per pound as the quotation. 
Demand for cutch has been good, both 
for dyeing and tanning grades. 
DEXTRINE—No quotable change 
was made in prices for dextrine during 
the week. The market is holding firm 
with a good call for stocks from the 
consuming trades. There are no heavy 
accumulations in sellers’ hands and 
producing costs are holding up. Present 
quotations are:—Dextrine, $2.95 in bags, 


$3.01 in barrels; special dark canary 
dextrine, $3 in bags, $3.11 in barrels; 
British gum, $3.15 in bags, $3.26 im 


barrels; Amidex, $3.15 in bags. These

GAMBIER.—A report from the Lon- 
don market says that gambier is again 


dearer to arrive, sales of December- 
January shipment being reported at 
43s. 3d. ex quay terms, with 43s. want- 
ed on ec. i. f. terms. Cubes are also 
dearer with buyers of No. 2 at 48s. 
per cwt. c. i. f. delivered weights. 
The local market also is firm, with 
stocks small. Spot material is quoted 
at 18@19c per pound. There is still un- 
certainty about futures and quotations 
on definite deliveries are nominal. Some 
offers of futures at 10c. per pound are 
reported, but deliveries are not guar- 
anteed. There has been some inquiry 


for gambier extract and 8%@9c. per 
pound is quoted. 
INDIGO.—Considerable amounts of 


indigo came in this week from Shang- 
hai on the Muncaster Castle. This was 
said to be synthetic indigo of German 
origin. Most of the goods was sold 
ahead and spot offerings are not large. 
Prices for synthetic indigo are given at 
$1.35@1.40 per pound. Natural indigo 
is in moderate demand, with prices 
varying according to grade. Quota- 
tions are $1.75@5 per" pound. 
MYRABALANES.—The spot market 
is reported to be bare of supplies and 
values are merely nominal. The ship- 
ping situation is unfavorable for free 
quotations on futures, and advices 
from primary points say that offer- 
ings are small and prices high. Nomi- 
nal values for myrabalanes are given 
at $39@42 per ton. 
PRUSSIATES.—No 
noted in the market for prussiates. 
Red prussiate of potash is very 
scarce and, while demand has fallen 
away owing to the high prices asked, 
sellers say it is difficult to pick up 
stocks at any prices. Yellow prussiate 
of potash is not quoted by first hands 
and dealers are not offering freely, as 
they are unable to get hold of round 
lots. The current quotation is 90@92c. 
per pound. Prussiate of soda is large- 
ly controlled by second hands, as far

as spot offerings go. They are ask- 

ing 68@70c. per pound. 
LOGWOOD.—Nothing new has de- 

veloped regarding the lifting of the 


embargo on shipments of logwood from 
Jamaica. It is now reported that one 
of the main reasons for the embargo 
was the fact that Canadian consumers 
of this material were not getting 
enough to satisfy their needs. Any 
raising of the embargo, it is expected, 
will be on condition that a fair share 
of imports will go to Canada. In con- 
nection with the logwood supply comes 
an interesting report from Central 
America. This report states that in 
November, 1914, there were many tons 
of logwood in British Honduras, and it 
had been there for a long time, the 
market having gone down to such a 
point as to make the further cutting 
unprofitable. A firm in Belize owns a 
line of power boats running up the 
Belize River toward The Cayo, and 
they can bring down the wood from 
the Guatemalan frontier and from the 
edge of Mexico. This firm in the past 
has dealt in logwood and is able to get 
it out, having an organization for the 
purpose. There is also in Belize a live 
man who is interested in marketing 
woods, and he could undoubtedly get 
some supplies out of Paya Obispo, 
Mexico, just above Belize. It can be 
brought down by light-draft boats. 

There has been good inquiry for both 
logwood chips and logwood extract this 
week in the local market. The extract 
is offered in a small way at 90c.@$1 per 
pound. Different prices are heard for 
chips and they are hedged around with 
conditions, subject to prior sale, ete. 
Prices for chips have ranged from 25 
to 35c. per pound. 

SUMAC.—There is very little doing 
in sumac at present and this refers 
both to spot and shipments. Supplies 
are meager, with $65 per ton quoted, 
but buyers will have trouble in finding 
large lots at that figure. Some «:ellers 


are not quoting at present. Sumac 
extract is moving in a fairly active 
way, with 10%c. per pound as the 


quoted price. 

STARCH.—Demand for starch has 
been good and stocks of certain grades 
are still held at low points. Prices 
have been well maintained throughout 
the week. Quotations are:—Pear] 
starch, $2.15 in bags, $2.26 in barrels; 
Buffalo pearl starch, $2.18 in bags, $2.28 


in barrels; powdered starch, $2.20 in 
bags, $2.31 in barrels; corn starch, 


$2.33 in bags, $2.34 in barrels; special 
warp sizing starch, $2.25 in bags; con- 
fectioners’ T. B. starch, $2.75 in bags, 
$2.96 in barrels; finishing starch, $2.35 
in bags; crystals T. B. starch No. 90 
fluidity, $2.85 in bags, $3.06 in barrels. 
All above prices are per 100 pounds in 
car lots f. 0. b. New York. Smaller 
lots are higher accordingly. 

ZINC DUST.—Small lots of foreign 
zine dust are coming to the local mar- 
ket and arrivals were noted this week 
from Bordeaux. Stocks of foreign 
zine dust are small and have no in- 
fluence on prices. Sellers quote zine 
dust at 35@38c. per pound. 
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
